"I WOULD ASK the Central Manufac- 


turing District (CMD> to carry the ball on 
any such referendum," Nottke said. 


He said CMD had a complete staff of 


engineers, architects, public relations and 
other personnel which could better organ- 
ize supporting material. CMD would fi- 
nance the $700,000 project cost and the vil- 
lage would pay back $342,000 from tap-on- 
fecs and a sewage surtax of developers 
over a 20-year period. The 5 per cent inter- 
est charge brings the project cost to over 
$1 million 


The village board passed an ordinance 


providing for an agreement for the pur- 
chase of additional sanitary sewer facil- 
ities by the village to run a 27-inch sewer 
line from the Schiller Street treatment 
plant. The line would extend north on 
Prospect Street to Thorndale Avenue and 
proceed west to Illinois Rt. S3 halfway be- 
tween Thorndale and Devon Avenue. It 
would end up as a 15-inch line. 


About 100 residents submitted a petition 


asking for a referendum to decide whether 
the ordinance would be put into effect. 
Nottke said Tuesday the village would 
have the vote or revise the ordinance or 
drop the project. Village compliance is re- 
quired by law under the petition. 


CMD REPRESENTATIVES said Tues- 


day 1,517 acres of land would be served by 
the sewer line. The area would be roughly 
from 
Medinab Road east to Com- 


monwealth Edison power lines and village 
limits north to Devon Avenue. 


Land west of the proposed Interstate 90 


expresswsy is slated for CMD devel- 
opment. East of the expressway would be- 
long to residential enterprise and would h£ 
further divided by the proposed Elgin- 
O'Hare Expressway that would run ilke 
Thorndale does now. 


Nottke and Village Atty. Lawrence Trae- 


ger Jr., Said this ordinance is the only le- 
gal way the area north of Itasca can be 
earmarked for Itasca control, possible an- 
nexation and development. The ordinance 
provides for the payback of CMD out of 
tax levies, they said, but the intent of the 
village board was to avoid the levy 
through a built-up fund. 


"Developers like Peter Speers with 94 


acres north of Itasca would pay a charge 
plus tap-on and annexation fees," Nottke 
said, "which would be saved each year to 
abate taxes in the annual levy for the proj- 
ect. The cost to the village would be nil. In 
fact, we stand to make $30,000 profit at 
least." 


TRAEGER SAID DuPage County law 


requires landowners within 250 feet of a 
sewer line installed along a roadway to 
connect within one year after completion. 
This means those along Prospect and 
Thorndale would have to tap on and would 
be forced to pay the proper fees. 


Speers has offered $56,000 for this sewer 


already in connection with development of 
his high-grade subdivision plans, Nottke 
said. 


Village officials admitted Tuesday they 


couldn't force future village boards to fol- 
low the tax levy abatement procedure. 
The best they could do was give them a 
mandate to do so by a companion ordi- 
nance or resolution.

grievances?" Dr. Zuckerman asked the 
board. 


Fenton principal Norman West told the 


board the FEA had approached the admin- 
istration earlier in the year asking to rep- 
resent them in salary negotiations. 


"We turned down their offer," West 


said, "because in the past we worked so 
closely with the board that professional 
negotiation was unnecessary." 


But, West added, if the board refuses the 


administration salary increase, "We would 
be obliged to go back to the FEA for 
help." 


The Fenton Education Association held a 


meeting late Wednesday night to discuss 
the action of the board. Will Davidson was 
the only board member voting against the 
salary increase who was invited to attend 
the FEA meeting. 


THE TEACHERS' association backed 


administrators in their salary demands 
and threatened to turn down their own 
salary packages if the demands are not 
met. Dr. Zuckerman said in a telephone 
conversation with the Register Thursday 
that even more drastic measures are 
being contemplated by the FEA but would 
not elaborate. 


Board member Will Davidson said 


Thursday that he voted no on the recom- 
mendation for a salary increase because 
"I think the community wants us to hold." 
Davidson said he feels a big issue in the 
community is "administrative salaries are 
too high." 


"I think it would be better for the whole 


situation to hold salaries now and go 
ahead with planned curtailments in Sep- 
tember. Then we can better go to the com- 
munity and ask for a referendum with the 
understanding that if funds become avail- 
able, we would review administrative sala- 
ries," Davidson said. 


DAVIDSON EXPLAINED that salaries 


can be reviewed at any time by the board 
and made retroactive to the July date 
when the administrative contracts official- 
ly begin. 


Funds must become available through a 


referendum and state aid before the board 


should consider salary raises for adminis- 
trators, Davidson said. 


He added, "The administration has done 


a fine job this year. This is no reflection 
on personality or performance but is made 
necessary by lack of funds at this time." 


"By holding administrative 
salaries 


now, we're turning the problem of lack of 
funds right back to the community," Da- 
vidson said. 


IN THE MEETING Tuesday, board 


member Martin Romme said he would 
"stand up in the community and defend 
the action of this board," even though 
Romme voted against the refusal to raise 
administrative salaries. 


The board has a regularity scheduled 


meeting on June 24. It is expected that 
DiOrio will submit his official written res- 
ignation at that time.

In an interview Wednesday, she said the 


family, which lives at 22W456 Irving Park 
Road, is willing to do extensive remodel- 
ing to bring it up to village standards. 


"IN FACT, WE finally were granted a 


building permit — over the Memorial Day 
weekend, I believe — and have received 
estimates from contractors on the work," 
she said. 


It was her claim that "the village 


wouldn't issue us a permit for years. 
We've tried to get one. No one would give 
us any information as far aw what needed 
to be done to bring it up to standards." 


On the other side of the coin is the con- 


tention by village officials: "We've been 
trying to get Ross into court for eight 
years. All he's done is ignore us." 


Frantz said Wednesday that the building 


has had "a variety of uses, and it's cur- 
rently multi-family with a lot of little 
apartments. It's a real firetrap." 


HE MAINTAINS that the village in- 


itiated condemnation proceedings tow 
yean ago. "Ross ignored it. The court has 


been giving deadlines for some time, and 
he just won't comply." 


When asked how many dwelling units 


there are, Frantz said he did not know. 


"There are four units, all occupied," 


Mrs. Ross said to the same inquiry. 
"There used to be five, but we're not 
allowed to rent the third floor because the 
village maintains that one of the entrances 
doesn't meet their standards. 


"They wanted us to put in steel fire es- 


capes," which the Ross family felt to be 
too costly. Thus, the third floor remains 
vacant. 


Asked what other requirements the vil- 


lage put on the building to bring it up to 
local standards, Mrs. Ross mentioned hall- 
way doors and enclosing of basement raft- 
ers. 


She said it will cost about $2,000 to "do 


everything they (the village) ask."

Says Income Tax Unnecessary 


A scathing attack on Gov. Richard 


Ogilvie's proposed income tax bill, which 
cleared the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives in the form of 3 per cent levy, was 
issued this week by State Sen. Jack T. 
Knuepfer (R-39th Dist.). 


The DuPage County senator said that 


management techniques have not kept 
pace with the state's growth adding "Illi- 
nois has embarked on a collision course 
with its taxpayers." 


He called for a review of "the structure 


of state government," terming it "archaic 
and obsolete." 


"Citizens have signified their willingness 


on a number of occasions, both at the local 
and state level to pay more for a higher 
level of services," he said. 


"WHILE THEY HAVE been getting 


more services from their government, 
they have paid an astoundingly have 
price," Knuepfer charged. 


The Elmhurst senator singled out uni- 


sities and the Department of Mental 
Health for criticism saying that, "growth 
has been most rapid and waste most 
apparent. 


"Many institutions have focused most of 


their efforts on securing more funds from 
the legislature and devoting little or no ef- 
fort to improving their utilization of what 
funds are available," Knuepfer charged. 


He called Gov. Ogilvie's budget "gener- 


ally a myth." 


KNUEPFER DESCRIBED current Illi- 


nois governmental structures as "endless 
departments, code agencies, and commis- 
sions" which report to the governor. 


"His (the governor's) ceremonial func- 


tions require a large part of his time. He 
has never even had a budget bureau to 
screen requests for more funds. Attempts 
to improve the efficiency of the organiza- 


tion and to bring modern methods of oper- 
ation have been short lived and the ever 
growing bureaucracy has generally man-, 
aged to short circuit their suggestion^ 
when efficiency experts picked up their 
slide rules and left," the senator added. 


WHAT SHOULD be done? 
"The state needs two years to assess its 


own performance, to clean its own house. 
The need is not at this time for substantial 
amounts of new taxes. The need now is to 
improve the utilization of those funds 
which are presently being collected," he 
said. 


Knuepfer serves on the Senate agricul- 


ture, industrial affairs, public utilities, 
public welfare, enrolling and engrossing 
committees, as well as on thf air pollution 
and mental health fund commissions. 


He is co-chairman of the commission on

has been most rapid and waste most 
apparent. 


"Many institutions have focused most of 


their efforts on securing more funds from 
the legislature and devoting little or no ef- 
fort to improving their utilization of what 
funds are available," Knuepfer charged. 


He called Gov. Ogilvie's budget "gener- 


ally a myth." 


KNUEPFER DESCRIBED current Illi- 


nois governmental structures as "endless 
departments, code agencies, and commis- 
sions" which report to the governor. 


"His (the governor's) ceremonial func- 


tions require a large part of his time. He 
has never even had a budget bureau to 
screen requests for more funds. Attempts 
to improve the efficiency of the organiza- 


tion and to bring modern methods of oper- 
ation have been short lived and the ever 
growing bureaucracy has generally man-, 
aged to short circuit their suggestion^ 
when efficiency experts picked up their 
slide rules and left," the senator added. 


WHAT SHOULD be done? 
"The state needs two years to assess its 


own performance, to clean its own house. 
The need is not at this time for substantial 
amounts of new taxes. The need now is to 
improve the utilization of those funds 
which are presently being collected," he 
said. 


Knuepfer serves on the Senate agricul- 


ture, industrial affairs, public utilities, 
public welfare, enrolling and engrossing 
committees, as well as on the air pollution 
and mental health fund commissions. 


He is co-chairman of the commission on

The biggest single gripe of students 


these days seems to be that nobody listens 
to them. Fenton High School initiated a 
program this year titled "Project Tomor- 
row" which is designed to give students a 
voice in future school policies. 


Dwight E. Link, administrative assistant 


at Fenton, headed the project which con- 
sisted of four student and four parent sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in the seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve Iwtter communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion" by the student members. This was 
accomplished by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


ONK OK TIIK few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "my 
English teacher" or "my former math 
teacher." 


Students were encouraged to speak out 


openly on things they didn't like in the 
school. From these gripes came a list of 10 
proposals for Fenton's future. Ranked ac- 
cording to priority by the greatest number 
of students, the suggestions were: 


—"Modular scheduling." 
—More tracking of courses. 
—Fewer required courses. 
—Expanded number of elective courses. 
—Independent study programs. 
—Final exam exemption for 
students 


maintaining a "B" average. 


—Modified physical education courses. 
—More privileges for National Honor 


Society members. 


—One full credit for music rather than 


the present half credit. 


—No assigned study halls. 


OTIIKR ITEMS which were listed but 


did not receive mention from every group 
were a stronger student council, reading 
improvement as an elective course, option 
of auditing elective courses and more in- 
formal student-teacher relationships. 


Further suggestions were optional class 


attendance, elimination of the dress code 


"except for extremes," revision of the 
grading system, and emphasis on student 
discussion of current events. 


In trying to balance student opinions, 


Link and his assistant on the project, 
James Riebock, held a series of parent 
seminars. Twenty-five parents partici- 
pated in the seminars and were asked the 
questions, "What is your impression of re- 
cent developments in high schools? What 
things do you wish you could have experi- 
enced in high school? and What things in 
the present curriculum do you question?" 


OPINIONS ON the subject were split. 


One parent said "Students have too much 
freedom and voice in the operation of the 
high school. Students are minors and 
should be treated that way."

Link said he feels the program was very 


worthwhile. "After the initial shock of rea- 
lizing they could say what they wanted, 
the students opened up and gave us some 
good ideas." 


Sixty-four students from all four classes 


participated in the project. Since Link con- 
ducted the program under a grant from 
the Illinois Office of Instruction for fiificd 
Children, student participants were mostly 
from the upper half of their class aca- 
demically. 


IT WAS SUGGESTED in the seminars 


that the program should have included 
students from the lower half of the class 
for a more representative opinion. 


Numbers eight and six on the list of sug- 


gested changes reflect the problems in 
consulting only above average students. 
"More privileges for National 
Honor 


Society members" and "Final exam ex- 
emption for students with a B average" 
would probably not have appeared on the 
list if lower than average students had 
participated in the seminars. 


Hope has been expressed by students 


and administrators alike that "Project To- 
morrow" will be continued next year. One 
problem is that coordinator Dwight Link 
has been granted a two-year leave of ab- 
sence from Fenton to accept a fellowship 
offered him by the University of Illinois.

treatment. 


We therefore see a paradox that chil- 


dren of parents in the lower socio-eco- 
nomic bracket are more likely to get psy- 
chiatric help, and to get help earlier, than 
children from the more well-situated 
Ihomes, 
i This is difficult to prove statistically, but 
lit is the experience of many people in- 
ivolved 
with youngsters in churches, 


'schools, courts and clinics, according to 
'Or. Paul Toussieng, child psychiatrist with 
•the Menninger Foundation. 


With so many children needing psy- 


chiatric care and so few psychiatrists to 
minister to their needs, child guidance 
clinics have been established in many sec- 
tions of the country to help meet this prob- 
lem 


These clinics have long waiting lists, but 


at least they help alleviate the problem. 


THE CHILD GUIDANCE center, such as 


the one established at Forest Hospital in 
co-sponsorship with the Maine Township 
Mental Health Association, is aimed at the 
child aged 4 through 13. 


An entire team including a psychiatrist, 


.social therapist and nurse works with the 
child. The fees are on a sliding scale, 
based upon the family's ability to pay. 


The child psychiatrist and his team have 


a difficult task to perform for and with the 
child. There are many knotted threads for 
the psychotherapist to untangle. 


The child's problem may involve 


hh parents, grandparents and the rest of 
the family: not only may the child and his 
family be in conflict with themselves and 
between themselves, but the anxieties and 
concerns may have roots outside the fami- 
ly, in society in general. 


This the psychiatrist tries to perceive, 


and by drawing upon his experience and 
training, attempts to untangle those 
knotted threads.

That message w i l l have appeal to 


m.iny in the ghetto. And it is not 
entirely without merit; economic 
struggle at least appears more rele- 
vant to ghetto dwellers than race 
warfare. 


But it offers little comfort about 


the "security" of the suburbs. 


Several years ago, the Kerner 


Commission reported on the devel- 
opment toward two Americas, one a 
swarming ghetto, mostly black, the 
other a ring of suburbs, mostly 
white. Many ridiculed or ignored the 
report, including the President and 
leaders of C'ongress. 


But the trend is unmistakable. 


Since the Kerner Commission's re- 
port was issued, the white exodus 
from the city has increased to near- 
Iv 500.000 a vcar In the first half of 


this decade, the rate was less rapid, 
an average of 141,000 a year. 


The National Commission on the 


Causes and Prevention of Violence, 
headed by Milton S. Eisenhower, 
predicted this week that the nation 
will become a garrison state, at war 
with itself if force continues as the 
main tool for keeping the ghetto qui- 
et. 


"In the long run, this nation can- 


not have it both ways," the commis- 
sion said. "Either it will carry 
through a firm commitment to mas- 
sive and widespread political and 
social reform, or it will become a 
society of garrison cities, where or- 
der is forced with less and less con- 
cern for due process of law and the 
consent of the governed." 


While we continue to assign as our 


No. 1 national priority battling a 
Marxist foe in the jungles of Viet- 
nam, 
we tolerate a cancer in our 


midst which could make the Marxist 
threat a local one and which could 
u l t i m a t e l y kill our democratic 
society. 


The problem is the city's, the sub- 


urbs', the state's and the nation's. It 
will not go away but will continue to 
grow unless it gets the attention it 
demands.

The Political Beat 
Democrats Lose An Issue

Illinois Democrats who are supposed to 


be split in all directions after their 1968 
misadventure are showing signs of a spec- 
tacular about-face. The Republican admin- 
istration income tax bill moved out of the 
Sentate Revenue Committee Monday for 
what must be the final hours of decision at 
Springfield. 


This legislative session dies a natural 


death at midnight, June 30. 


Such a measure had been by virtue of 


strict Republican surveillance kept out of 
state legislative halls for more than half a 
century. It was in fact since Woodrow Wil- 
son and his Democrats bested Teddy 
Roosevelt and his Progressives in their 
bid for leadership of liberal America in 
1912. 
The "New Freedom" movement 


pushed through Congiess a tax on "ability 
to pay." 


WHETHER TEDDY 
Roosevelt 
would 


have done the same had he been elected 
can never be known but GOP Gov. Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie has picked up in Illinois in 
1969 where Teddy left off in 1912, substitut- 
ing Ogilvie moderates for Roosevelt pro- 
gressives. So in a sense and to a degree 
history does repeat. 


But what is strange, especially to Re- 


publicans, is to find that highly regarded 
GOP leader at Springfield, W. Russell Ar- 
rington, (R-Evanston) senate majority 
leader, sponsoring the Ogilvie income tax 
package through the Legislature. What- 
ever the Evanston senator is, it's hard to 
disassociate him from a liberalization in 
the GOP attitudes toward revenue raising 
and from the historic Democratic New 
Frpedom innovation. 


This is perhaps why four Democrats on 


the Senate revenue committee refrained 
from voting, among other reasons. They 
wanted the Republicans to get their full 
share of credit after all these years. 


But of course the Democrats will not 


want to point too dramatically to a moder- 
ating trend in the GOP ideology toward 
popular government. This is what the new 
GOP administration is showing, and the 
minority party at Springfield will not want 
this thing carried too far. After all being

responsive to the average citizen's needs 
is a Democratic strong point. 


IN THE REDUCTION of the income tax 


from 4 to 3 per cent, the Democrats have 
already lost a strong issue which they had 
hoped to use in next year's elections. 


The Chicago Democratic leaders, Touhy 


and McGloon, had banked on the issue of 4 
per cent income tax building up a big 
Ogilvie surplus for 1970 and 1972 elections. 
Now this is out because estimates are that 
$275 million has to be cut from this surplus 
estimate, and some unforeseen spending 
is in sight. Besides, the Chicago teacher- 
city hall deal will require some financial 
help from the Ogilvie people. It's no longer 
good politics to harp on this Ogilvie elec- 
tion surplus. 


But the Democrats know that it is nearly 


a foregone conclusion that the Republican

Legislature can't push the income tax 
through without Democratic support. They 
know the GOP is divided seriously Why 
not stand on the sidelines and let the Re- 
publicans cut each other up and damage 
themselves as much as possible in the 
public eye? 


But that's negative politics. Not the best. 


SO THE DEMOCRATS, looking to 1970. 


must look to positive politics. They must 
appear the party with decorum and 
trustworthy with the public interest. They 
must not appear fragmented and oppor- 
tunist. 


It is possible that the Democratic war- 


ring factions can come up with a tacit 
agreement to play it in low key during 
what must be a noisy income tax debate. 


IN THIS FASHION the Democratic role 


would seem to be to stand aloof and wait 
for the time when a few votes are needed 
in both houses at Springfield to turn the 
tide. This would bring success to Governor 
Ogilvie and it would bolster City Hall. But 
just as important it would make the 
Democratic legislators look like the screen 
heroes in white hats. 


In doing so the Democrats would incur a 


minimum of animosity from Republicans 
and their own party people in the home 
constituencies. They would rise in esteem 
among Republican moderates and those in 
their own party who are supporting pro- 
gressive legislation in Illinois in behalf of 
education, human welfare and good gov- 
ernment generally.

Fair Housing Amendment: 
'Right Time, Right Thing9 


As a social studies teacher at Lake Park 


High School, I want to assure my fellow

Better teachers, or teachers with more 


responsibility, should be paid more. This 
system invalidates the traditional "salary 
schedule" where all teachers earn an 
equal raise each year no matter what 
their performance is or what responsi- 
bilities they have in curriculum construc- 
tion, leadership of teaching teams, or su- 
pervision. This would naturally cause dis- 
may among members of the American 
Federation of Teachers or the DuPage 
Valley Division of the National Education 
Association, both of which believe that all 
salaries should be on an exact schedule 
and not based on "merit" or responsi- 
bility. 


THIS INNOVATIVE design, which we at 


Lake Park believe to be more fair to the 
taxpaymg public is, of course, new. Any 
new and different approach has been con- 
demned. Socrates. Galileo, and the Ameri- 
can colonists found out what it means to 
h a v e

ideas.

groups such as the American Medical As- 
sociation and labor organizatioas general- 
l> take a dim view of innovations that 
might threaten their influence 


I would not think of condeming Fenton 


High School I know many of the teachers 


and I feel that they and their adminis- 
trators are excellent. The education tint 
students in Dist. 100 receive is excellent, 
and I looked with dismay at th- defeat of 
the latest referendum. But surely we can

groups without resorting to unprofessional 
attacks on a neighboring school based pri- 
marily on the fact that we are attempting 
to bring about an approach that we sin- 
cerely feel will benefit students, teachers, 
and the taxpaying public.

Gourds Make Handy Dippers 


Beside the old oaken bucket — the iron 


bound moss-covered bucket that hung in 
the well, there was a gourd dipper from 
which we drank that cold sweet water 
Around most old-time farmhouses there 
were gourd vines climbing over an arbor, 
the back porch or the smoke house, be- 
cause their luxuriant growth furnished 
shade and their fruit had many uses. 


Today, most Americans grow gourds as 


oddities or for ornamental purposes, al- 
though mountaineers in the South still use 
them for dippers, bottles, bowls, spoons, 


nest eggs, darning balls, salt and pepper 
shakes, bird houses and children's rattles 


The Indians hung clusters of gourds on 


poles around their corn patches to serve 
as homes for the insect-eating martins, 
wrens and bluebirds They also used them 
as utensils and as rattles for their dancing 
medicine men Seeds and rinds, or utensils 
and ornaments from gourds have been 
found in habitations of the mound builders 
and the cliff dwellers

who use them for flutes or whistles to call

To Them, Black Christ Makes Sense

DETROIT (UPD—On the fiibt day >f 


the Detioit riot of 1967, three men aimed 
with a bucket of paint came to the 
grounds of the Sacred Heart Semmaiy 
and painted black the face, hands and feet 
of a limestone statue of Chnst 


A group of white men repainted it twice 


But the Rt Rev Ms.gr Francis X Can 
'field, head of the Roman Catholic in- 
stitution only a few blocks from the eye of 
the not, felt the community would prefer 
a black Christ 


So he and the priests in the seminary 


twice painted the face black again To this 
day, the white-robed figure stands on the 
grounds of the seminary, its arms out- 
stretched, looking out of a black face at 
the intersection of two bustling ghetto 
streets 


To many black Christians— and some 


whites—a black Christ makes eminent 
sense Some go so far as to argue that 
Christ actually was a man of color Others 
maintain it is irrelevant how Christ is pic- 
tured so long as the image can bring wor- 
shippers closer to him 


"Black people cannot build dignity on 


their knees worshipping a white Christ," 
'says the Rev Albert B Cleage Jr, a 
•flamboyant, articulate black minister who 
is probably the nation's leading spokes- 
"man for a black Christ 
. "We must put down this white Jesus 
'which the white man gave us in slavery 
•and which has been tearing us to pieces " 
1 A short, broad-shouldered man in his 
•mid 40s, the Rev Cleage is pastor of the 
shrine of the Black Madonna, a few 
•blocks down the street from the Sacred 
Heart Seminary 


To him, "Jesus was born to Mary, a 


tjew of the tribe of Judah, a nonwhite 
(people, black people in the sense that the 
•Arabs were black people " Israel was a 
•black nation struggling for liberation, he 
>says, "and Jesus came to lead the 


•struggle' 


The Apostle Paul, atcordmfi to the Rev 


Cleage, reconsti ucted a spiritualized Jesus 
'and "modified his teachings to ronfoim to 
the pagan philosophies of the white gen 
tiles " 


Largely through Paul s teachings, he 


said, ' the white man captuied the religion 
of a black nation, the revelations of a 
black God, the teachings of a black Mes- 
siah, and he has used them to keep black 
men enslaved We are the chosen people 
in a religious sense, in a historic sense 


"If you can t understand that Jesus was 


crucified because he ti led to bring a black 
nation into being and fought against white 
oppression, you can't understand the les- 
urrection, because the resurrection is the 
resurrection of a ration " 


Dr Hubert Locke, head of the religion 


department at Wayne State University, 
said Rev Cleage's interpretation is some- 
what unique, but the motive is not 


"Whatever kind of ideology there was in 


the civil rights movement, it's always had 
a religious focus," he said "It is at heart 
a moral, ethical issue " 


The theological process, the Rev Locke 


said, "is to interpret the meaning of God 
and religious experience in terms that are 
relevant for whatever cultural or social 
situation a person or community happens 
to be in 


"So I think Mr Cleage s approach is 


very 
valid

The significance of the Christian mes 


sage, to me, is that it transcends national 
or political ideologies "

The board has no set rules governing 


this kind of travel. All expect to get in on 
it sometime during the year in one way or 
another. And it's good politics, in fact it's 
mandatory, to treat every board member 
alike, even if some go along just for the 
ride. 


AN AIR TICKET round-trip east says 


one who took this trip costs $116 but mile- 
age expense will allow $200. This mileage 
charge for expense is legal even if you go 
by air. 


Similarly the 2,100 mile west trek, round 


trip by air is said to cost about $250. But 
the mileage expense allowed is $400. 


What is criticized is that some buy the

On u trip to the west coast this would 
not $)!>(> tax friH.-, bccjiu.se it's legally for 
expense. Here's the joker on the taxpayer: 
There are mam:, it is said, who exercise 
this privilege. 


But there is even more to this uncon- 


trolled travel spending on the part of 
members of the county board. DuPago 
County is heralded as one of (he wealth- 
iest, foremost Republican and a leading 
innovator in county government in the na- 
tion. 


Therefore, anyone representing DuPage 


County at a national convention would be 
expected to live up to the advance billing. 
To board member critics, expense 
ac- 


counts prove they always remember to do 
this. 


THESE AIIE THE reasons why a com- 


ing "travel and expense" expose is ex- 
pected to jar the board, unless that is, the 
people in charge of the operation at the 
county seat step in and head it off. 


This cannot be ruled out. For the simple 


truth is that an "investigation" of any di- 
mension in a one-party county, Republican 
or Democratic, is difficult to accomplish. 
It's success always depends on who is to 
benefit and who is to suffer damage. 


Still the growing division within the 


GOP in DuPage County cannot rule out a 
green light for expense and travel account 
investigation. 


IT IS TKUE THAT some chairmanship 


losers are more interested in this spending 
than heretofore. But it is observed that 
some new chairmen, some new members 
and others of extended service frown at 
what is taking place.

Here are some of the facts supporting 


Wheeling's potency on the diamond: 


Overall they banged out 173 base hits 


(better than nine per game) and 37 of 
them went for extra bases. They crossed 
the plate 133 times (an average of seven 
runs a contest), knocked in 99 runs and hit 
for an amazing .318 conglomerate aver- 
age. 


As a team they also pilfered an astound- 


ing 63 bases in 19 contests and fanned only 
76 times or once in about every seven offi- 
cial trips to the plate. 


On the mound they were equally effec- 


tive. In 128 innings Wheeling twirlers 
walked a mere 25 batters while fanning 
110. They yielded only 53 runs — 80 less 
than the Cats scored — and the 27 that 
were earned made for a sizzling 1.48 ERA. 


Individually, Wheeling's statistics were 


just as staggering. There were representa- 
tives among the leaders in every one of 
the MSL's offensive departments and the 
'Cats constituted a third of the loop's 15- 
man high average list, taking three of the 
top five and four of the top seven slots. 


Jack Bastable led the explosive lineup, 


finish up at .540 to become the first ever to 
fashion a better than .500 batting average 
in the MSL. The three-year veteran also 
was either at or near the top of the cate- 
gories for runs scored (13), RBIs (13), 
doubles (8), stolen bases (8) and slugging 
average (.800).

Crain had the 
league's best won-loss record at 6-0, New- 
man ranked seventh in the league in stri- 
keouts with 38 and had the fourth highest 
strikeout per inning ratio, and Day had the 
lowest ERA, giving up just one earned run 
in three completed loop contests. 


Newman also recorded the highest 


slugging tempo in the circuit, a potent 


.882. 


The Wildcat season, opened with a trio of 


non-conference triumphs. They then cap- 
tured ten straight conference games and 
surprisingly their narrowest verdict was 
provided by last place Glenbard North, 
2-1. 


Wheeling then dropped their opening dis- 


trict match to Highland Park ,8-2. It was 
the second year in a row the Little Giants 
eliminated them from the state playoffs 
and was made all the more stunning by 


Highland Park's seventh place status in 
the Suburban league.

dered them to keep an eye on their dis- 
tricts from squad cars 


Since then, the sight of a sizable num- 


ber of policemen on the street has come to 
mean there's trouble in the neighborhood. 
A lot of visitors hud reason to get the

Now Wilson's successor, James B. Con- 


lisk, is trying neighborhood patrol. The 
(program began on Feb ?4 as an ex- 
periment in three of Chicago's 20 police

ment spokesman at headquarters said,

The walkie-talkies make the Chicago 


foot patrolmen unusual New York police- 
men walk sidewalk beats, usually in pairs, 
but do not carry radios, although New 
York's transit police do 


According to the Chicago police it can 


be dangerous work, with or without the 
means for an electronic call for help 


The beat that officers Scannell and Al- 


tiere patrol has a bit of everything—the 
beautiful people who can afford to live in 
the high rises on Lake Shore Drive, the 
ghetto refugees in the sometimes stormy 
Mother Cabrmi Housing Project, the drif- 
ters on the North Clark Street skid row, 
the heavy spenders and the hustlers of the 
Rush Street "glitter gulch " 


On a night this May, Scannell and Al- 


tiere checked out of the East Chicago sta- 
tion ut 2000 hours (8 p.m.). Scannell, with 
23 years on the force, and Altiere, with 7, 
took different routes. The reporter tagged 
along with Scannell. 


The patrolman's first order of business 


that night was a group of Indians huddled 
in an alley drinking a bottle of wine. 


"0 K., fellows, let's break it up " Ho 


spoke evenly, without raising his voice. 


"Yes sir, officer." They broke it up 
We ducked into a subway station, just to 


check. It was as peaceful as an empty jail 
cell 


As we came out, a red haired young girl 


walked over and placed her head against 
the radio Scannell carried close to his 
chest. 


"Hi doll," she said "Are you listening 


to your radio?" 


"Hello," Scannell answered and skipped 


further small talk. He moved on toward 
the heart of Rush Street, where many of 
the city's finer and not so fine night clubs, 
restaurants and other places — you named 
them — are clustered. 


Scannell waved to a florist as he passed 


his shop 


"He's been here as long as anyone," 


Scannell said. "One of our jobs is to make 
sure we are known and the people have 
confidence in us " 


The walk brought us to a bus stop where 


two boys, who gave their ages as 8 and 10, 
were standing. 


"What are you guys doing down here 


this time of night?" Scannell asked. 


"Visiting." 
"Who are you visiting?" 
"A lady," the younger one replied. 
Scannull suggested it was time to go 


home. They agreed. 


"We have no curtain schedule to fol- 


low," Scannull said ds we walked by 
Mr. Kelly's night club. 


"Hello, Jim," the doorman said Altiere 


showed up and joined us. 


"The biggest problem we have around 


here is parking," Altiere said. "We simply 
do not have enough parking spots here for 
the cars that come into the area. Most 
people would rather park near where they 
are going and pay a ticket " 


He pointed to a long row of cars already 


ticketed. 


"We know all the people down here 


now," Altiere said. "If something goes 
wrong, even on our day off, when we re- 
turn someone is going to tell us about it 
because they trust us." 


"Excuse me officer, but can you tell me 


Where the Spirit of 167G is located1'" a 
woman asked. 


"It's 
now called Mothers," Scannell 


said. "Go up two blocks until you get to 
the light and turn left. You can't miss it." 


No, you can't miss Mothers. 
Mothers is a rambling, sixroom club 


that was then featuring a band that had 
the manager worried 


"They're costing me $1,300 a week," he 


complained to Scannell, "and they're 
not putting out. They're breaking up next 
week, that's the trouble. The crowd knows

Scannell listened understanding^ as he

"Another problem we're most faced 


with are women drunks," Altiere said

experience," Altiere said "After you've 
been around for a while you can not only 
see what is happening, but many times 
understand it 


"My experience from dealing with the 


older people down here in the past has 
helped me understand the younger ones

"This foot patrol has worked so well in 


this area because we have contact with 
the people. Many of them have as much 
as $40,000 to $50,000 invested in their busi- 
ness and they don't want to lose it Many 
times all we have to do sometimes is be 
around and they will find us "

IRS Begins 
Canvassing 


The Chicago district office, of the Inter- 


nal Revenue Service has begun canvassing 
northern Illinois business firms to deter- 
mine if they are filing all required Federal 
tax returns, according to district director 
Eugene C Coyle Jr 


All types of returns are included in the 


canvass 
business, employment, excise 


and income "The canvass, a compliance 
survey," Coyle stated, "will take a tout 
three months to complete and will be con- 
ducted by revenue officers Taxpa\ ers are 
advised to have copies of all current feder- 
al tax returns available at their place of 
business for review Taxpayers of solely 
owned business should have copies of their 
current 1040 returns and related schedules 
accessible for review by revenue officers " 


Coyle explained that the compliance sur- 


vey is not designed to determine whether 
returns are accurate but only whether all 
required returns are filed The results of 
the survey will be used to check the com- 
pleteness of the IRS master file of busi- 
ness taxpayers Coyle pointed out that 
most businesses comply conscientiously 
with the tax laws However, since these 
laws are complex, some business tax- 
payers may not be fully aware of all the 
tax returns which may apply to their busi- 
ness operations. Business canvasses are a 
continuous part of the regular IRS pro- 
gram to maintain high levels of taxpayer 
compliance 


Coyle said that most of the delinquencies 


brought to light will be the result of honest 
misunderstandings and oversights. But he 
emphasized, that rare instances of fla- 
grant abuse which may be discovered will 
be dealt with according to law

An $11 million apartment development 


will be built in Palatine, it was announced 
by Albert J. Miller, president of Miller 
Builders, Inc 


Foundation work has already begun on 


the first of seven four-story and five two- 
story buildings, which will contai na total 
of 540 apartments, adjoining a 15-acre lake 
on the west side of Route 53, one-quarter 
mile north of Palatine Road. 


This is the third apartment development 


currently under construction by the diver- 
sified residential, commercial and indus- 
trial building firm. When completed, they 
will total approximately $50 million worth 
of apartment construction. 


The other two developments are the $3 


million Greenbrier apartments with 156 
units in Arlington Heights and the $35 mil- 
lion Yorktown apartment development in 
Lombard, which will have 1,772 apart- 
m e n t s 
Additional apartment devel- 


opments are now in planning stages, ac- 
cording to Miller. 


To be known as Lake Louise, the apart-

Vows Sewer Line Vote

' We wJl have a referendum or we will 


scrap the entire $1 million Prospect-Thorn- 
dale sewer line " Itasca Village Pres Wil- 
bert Nottke told residents Tuesday night. 


His promise was made during a public 


meeting where residents were shown plans 
for a sewer line to service Itasca's indus- 
trial park Indications were that the line 


ITASCA PRES. Wilbert Nottke wanted 
Tuesday's meeting to remain friendly. 
"Old friends" came to question, shout 
and clap. 


would also help control 700 to 1,000 acres 
of land north of the village, which could be 
taken by Elk Grove or Wood Dale. 


Nottke said he frowned on having anoth- 


er referendum because of the great num- 
ber of such votes in the past years He 
said the organizational work and soliciting 
of support put terrific burdens on those 
involved 


"I WOULD ASK the Central Manufac- 


turing District (CMD) to carry the ball on 
any such referendum," Nottke said 


He said CMD had a complete staff of 


engineers, architects, public relations and 
other personnel which could better organ- 
ize supporting material. CMD would fi- 
nance the $700,000 project cost and the vil- 
lage would pay back $342,000 from tap-on- 
fees and a sewage surtax of developers 
over a 20-year period The 5 per cent inter- 
est charge brings the project cost to over 
$1 million 


The village board passed an ordinance 


providing for an agreement for the pur- 
chase of additional sanitary sewer facil- 
ities by the village to run a 27-inch sewer 
line from the Schiller Street treatment 
plant. The line would extend north on 
Prospect Street to Thorndale Avenue and 
proceed west to Illinois Rt 53 halfway be- 
tween Thorndale and Devon Avenue It 
would end up as a 15-inch line 


About 100 residents submitted a petition 


asking for a referendum to decide whether 
the ordinance would be put into effect 
Nottke said Tuesday the village would 
have the vote or revise the ordinance or 
drop the project Village compliance is re- 
quired by law under the petition. 


CMD REPRESENTATIVES said Tues- 


day 1,517 acres of land would be served by 
the sewer line. The area would be roughly 
from 
Medinah 
Road east 
to Com- 


monwealth Edison power lines and village 
limits north to Devon Avenue. 


Land west of the proposed Interstate 90 


expressway is slated for CMD devel- 
opment. East of the expressway would be- 
long to residential enterprise and would r/ 
further divided by the proposed Elgin- 
O'Hare Expressway that would run like 
Thorndale does now. 


Nottke and Village Atty Lawrence Trae- 


ger Jr, said this ordinance is the only le- 
gal way the area north of Itasca can be 
earmarked for Itasca control, possible an- 
nexation and development. The ordinance 
provides for the payback of CMD out of 
tax levies, they said, but the intent of the 
village board was to avoid the levy 
through a built-up fund. 


"Developers like Peter Speers with 94 


acres north of Itasca would pay a charge 
plus tap-on and annexation fees," Nottke 
said, "which would be saved each year to 
abate taxes in the annual levy for the proj- 
ect. The cost to the village would be nil. In 
fact, we stand to make $30,000 profit at 
least." 


TRAEGER SAID DuPage County law 


requires landowners within 250 feet of a 
sewer line installed along a roadway to 
connect within one year after completion. 
This means those along Prospect and 
Thorndale would have to tap on and would 
be forced to pay the proper fees 


Speers has offered $56,000 for this sewer 


already in connection with development of 
his high-grade subdivision plans, Nottke 
said 


Village officials admitted Tuesday they 


couldn't force future village boards to fol- 
low the tax levy abatement procedure.

sought me out and it's a voice I must lis- 
ten to " 


The final vote on the motion was four to 


three with Wright, Will Davidson, Arthur 
Richter and Jesse Parnsh voting for the 
motion against raising administrative sal- 
aries 


Supt Martin Zuckerman, whose salary 


was not m discussion at the time of the 
motion, reminded the board that teachers 
have a right to grievances and that they 
negotiate through the Fenton Education 
Association 


"WHERE IN YOl'R judgment can ad- 


ministrators go to seek council on salary 
grievances7" Dr Zuckerman asked the 
board 


Fenton principal Norman West told the 


board the FEA had approached the admin- 
istration earlier in the year asking to rep- 
resent them in salary negotiations 


"We turned down their offer," West 


said, "because in the past we worked so 
closely with the board that professional 
negotiation was unnecessary " 


But, West added, if the board refuses the

The Fenton Education Association held a 


meeting late Wednesday night to discuss 
the action of the board. Will Davidson was

THE TEACHERS' association backed 


administrators in their salary demands 
and threatened to turn down their own 
salary packages if the demands are not 
met Dr. Zuckerman said in a telephone 
conversation with the Register Thursday 
that even more drastic measures are 
being contemplated by the FEA but would 
not elaborate 


Board member Will Davidson said 


Thursday that he voted no on the recom- 
mendation for a salary increase because 
"I think the community wants us to hold " 
Davidson said he feels a big issue in the 
community is "administrative salaries are 
too high." 


"I think it would be better for the whole 


situation to hold salaries now and go 
ahead with planned curtailments in Sep- 
tember, Then we can better go to the com- 
munity and ask for a referendum with the 
understanding that if funds become avail- 
able, we would review administrative sala- 
ries," Davidson said. 


DAVIDSON EXPLAINED that salaries 


can be reviewed at any time by the board 
and made retroactive to the July date 
when the administrative contracts official- 
ly begin 


Funds must become available through a 


referendum and state aid before the board 


should consider salary raises for adminis- 
trators, Davidson said 


He added, "The administration has done 


a fine job this year. This is no reflection 
on personality or performance but is made

Says Income Tax Unnecessary 


A scathing attack on Gov Richard 


Ogilvie's proposed income tax bill, which 
cleared the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives in the foim of 3 per cent levy, was 
issued this week by State Sen Jack T 
Knuepfer (R-39th Dist) 


The DuPage County senator said that 


management techniques have not kept 
pace with the state's growth adding "Illi- 
nois has embarked on a collision course 
with its taxpayers." 


He called for a review of "the structure 


of state government," terming it "archaic 
and obsolete " 


"Citizens have signified their willingness 


on a number of occasions, both at the local 
and state level to pay more for a higher 
level of services," he said 


"WHILE THEY HAVE been getting 


more services from their government, 
they have paid an astoundingly have 
price," Knuepfer charged. 


The Elmhurst senator singled out uni- 


sities and the Department of Mental 
Health for criticism saying that, "giowth 
has been most rapid and waste most 
apparent 


"Many institutions have focused most of 


their efforts on securing more funds from 
the legislature and devoting little or no ef- 
fort to improving their utilization of what 
funds are available," Knuepfer charged 


He called Gov Ogilvie's budget "gener- 


ally a myth " 


KNUEPFER DESCRIBED current Illi- 


nois governmental structures as "endless 
departments, code agencies, and commis- 
sions" which report to the governoi 


"His (the governor's) ceremonial func- 


tions require a large part of his time He 
has never even had a budget bureau to 
screen requests for more funds Attempts 
to improve the efficiency of the organiza- 


tion and to bring modern methods of oper- 
ation have been short lived and the ever 
growing bureaucracy has generally man- 
aged to short circuit their suggestions 
when efficiency experts picked up their 
slide rules and left," the senator added

sisted of four student and four parent .sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in I he seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve better communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion" by the student members. This was 
accomplislx-d by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


OMK OF TIIK few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "my 
Knglish teacher1' or "my former math 
teacher."

Wil- 
bert .Nottke told residents Tuesday night. 


His promise was made during a public 


meeting where residents were shown plans 
for a sewer line to service Itasca's indus- 
trial park. Indications were that the line 


ITASCA PRES. Wilbert Nottke wanted 
Tuesday's meeting to remain friendly. 
"Old friends" came to question, shout 
and clap. 


would also help control 700 to 1,000 acres 
of land north of the village, which could be 
taken by Elk Grove or Wood Dale. 


Nottke said he frowned on having anoth- 


er referendum because of the great num- 
ber of such votes in the past years. He 
said the organizational work and soliciting 
of support put terrific burdens on those 
involved. 


"I WOULD ASK the Central Manufac- 


turing District (CMD) to carry the ball on 
any such referendum," Nottke said. 


He said CMO had a complete staff of 


engineers, architects, public relations and 
other personnel which could better organ- 
ize supporting material. CMD would fi- 
nance the $700,000 project cost and the vil- 
lage would pay back $342,000 from tap-on- 
fees and a sewage surtax of developers 
over a 20-year period. The 5 per cent inter- 
est charge brings the project cost to over 
$1 million. 


The village board passed an ordinance 


providing for an agreement for the pur- 
chase of additional sanitary sewer facil- 
ities by the village to run a 27-inch sewer 
line from the Schiller Street treatment 
plant. The line would extend north on 
Prospect Street to Thorndale Avenue and 
proceed west to Illinois Rt. 53 halfway be- 
tween Thorndale and Devon Avenue. It 
would end up as a 15-inch line. 


About 100 residents submitted a petition 


asking for a referendum to decide whether 
the ordinance would be put into effect. 
Nottke said Tuesday the village would 
have the vote or revise the ordinance or 
drop the project. Village compliance is re- 
quired by law under the petition. 


CMD REPRESENTATIVES said Tues- 


day 1,517 acres of land would be served by 
the sewer line.

2 elementary 
hoard and has served in the past as its 
president. 


BOARD MEMBER Morton Wright made 


the motion to turn down salary increases 
(or sever administrators. In doing so he 
said. "I make this motion with gerat sor- 
row, but I could not do otherwise. Re- 
prated comments from some people in the 
district have indicated to me that they do 
not feel administrative salaries should be 
raised at this time. These people have 
.sought me out and it's a voice I must lis- 
ten to." 


The final vote on the motion was four to 


three with Wright, Will Davidson, Arthur 
Richtur and Jesse Parrish voting for the 
motion against raising administrative sal- 
aries 


Supt. Martin Zuckerman. whose salary 


was not in discussion at the time of the 
motion, reminded the board that teachers 
have a right to grievances and that they 
negotiate through the Fenton Education 
Association. 


"WIIKKK IN YOUR judgment con ad- 


ministrators go to seek council on salary 
grievances?" Dr. Zuckerman asked the 
board. 


Fenton principal Norman West told the 


board the FEA had approached the admin- 
istration earlier in the year asking to rep- 
resent them in salary negotiations. 


"We turned down their offer," West 


said, "because in the past we worked so 
closely with the board that professional 
negotiation was unnecessary." 


But, West added, if the board refuses the 


administration salary increase, "We would 
be obliged to go back to the FEA for 
help." 


The Fenton Education Association held a 


meeting late Wednesday night to discuss 
the action of the board. Will Davidson was 
the only board member voting against the 
salary increase who was invited to attend 
the FEA meeting. 


THE TEACHERS' association backed 


administrators in their salary demands 
and threatened to turn down their own 
salary packages if the demands are not 
met. Dr. Zuckerman said in a telephone 
conversation with the Register Thursday 
that even more drastic measures are 
being contemplated by the FEA but would 
not elaborate. 


Board member 
Will Davidson said 


Thursday that he voted no on the recom- 
mendation for a salary increase because 
"I think the community wants us to hold." 
Davidson said he feels a big issue in the 
community is "administrative salaries are 
too high." 


"I think it would be better for the whole 


situation to hold salaries now and go 
ahead with planned curtailments in Sep- 
tember. Then we can better go to the com- 
munity and ask for a referendum with the 
understanding that if funds become avail- 
able, we would review administrative sala- 
ries," Davidson said. 


DAVIDSON EXPLAINED that salaries 


can be reviewed at any time by the board 
and made retroactive to the July date 
when the administrative contracts official- 
ly begin. 


Funds must become available through a 


referendum and state aid before the board 


should consider salary raises for adminis- 
trators, Davidson said. 


He added, "The administration has done 


a fine job this year. This is no reflection 
on personality or performance but is made 
necessary by lack of funds at this time." 


"By 
holding administrative salaries 


now, we're turning the problem of lack of 
funds right back to the community," Da- 
vidson said.

Says Income Tax Unnecessary 


A scathing attack on Gov. Richard 


Ogilvie's proposed income tax bill, which 
cleared the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives in the form of 3 per cent levy, was 
issued this week by State Sen. Jack T. 
Knuepfer (R-39th Dist.). 


The DuPage County senator said that 


management techniques have not kept 
pace with the state's growth adding "Illi- 
nois has embarked on a collision course 
with its taxpayers." 


He called for a review of "the structure 


of state government," terming it "archaic 
and obsolete." 


"Citizens have signified their willingness 


on a number of occasions, both at the local 
and state level to pay more for a higher 
level of services," he said. 


"WHILE THEY HAVE been getting 


more services from their government, 
they have paid an astoundingly have 
price," Knuepfer charged. 


The Elmhurst senator singled out uni- 


sities and the Department of Mental 
Health for criticism saying that, "growth 
has been most rapid and waste most 
apparent. 


"Many institutions have focused most of 


their efforts on securing more funds from 
the legislature and devoting little or no ef- 
fort to improving their utilization of what 
funds are available," Knuepfer charged. 


He called Gov. Ogilvie's budget "gener- 


ally a myth." 


KNUEPFER DESCRIBED current Illi- 


nois governmental structures as "endless 
departments, code agencies, and commis- 
sions" which report to the governor. 


"His (the governor's) ceremonial func- 


tions require a large part of his time. He 
has never even had a budget bureau to 
screen requests for more funds. Attempts 
to improve the efficiency of the organiza- 


I 


tion and to bring modern methods of oper- 
ation have been short lived and the ever 
growing bureaucracy has generally man- 
aged to short circuit their suggestions 
when efficiency experts picked up their 
slide rules and left," the senator added. 


WHAT SHOULD be done? 
"The state needs two years to assess its 


own performance, to clean its own house. 
The need is not at this time for substantial 
amounts of new taxes. The need now is to 
improve the utilization of those funds 
which are presently being collected," he 
said. 


Knuepfer serves on the Senate agricul- 


ture, industrial affairs, public utilities, 
public welfare, enrolling and engrossing 
committees, as well as on the air pollution 
and mental health fund commissions. 


He is co-chairman of the commission on

The biggest single gripe of students 


these days seems to be that nobody listens 
to them. Fenton High School initiated a 
program this year titled "Project Tomor- 
row" which is designed to give students a 
voice in future school policies. 


Dwight E. Link, administrative assistant 


at Fenton, headed the project which con- 
sisted of four student and four parent sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in the seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve letter communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion" by the student members. This was 
accomplished by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


ONE OK THE few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "my 
English teacher" or "my former math 
teacher." 


Students were encouraged to speak out 


openly on things they didn't like in the 
school. From these gripes came a list of 10 
proposals for Fenton's future. Ranked ac- 
cording to priority by the greatest number 
of students, the suggestions were: 


-"Modular scheduling." 
—More tracking of courses. 
—Fewer required courses. 
—Expanded number of elective courses. 
—Independent study programs. 
—Final exam exemption for students 


maintaining a "B" average. 


—Modified physical education courses. 
—More privileges for National Honor 


Society members. 


—One full credit for music rather than 


the present half credit. 


—No assigned study halls. 


OTHER ITEMS which were listed but 


did not receive mention from every group 
were a stronger student council, reading 
improvement as an elective course, option 
of auditing elective courses and more in- 
formal student-teacher relationships. 


Further suggestions were optional class 


attendance, elimination of the dress code 


"except for extremes," revision of the 
grading system, and emphasis on student 
discussion of current events. 


In trying to balance student opinions, 


Link and his assistant on the project, 
James Riebock, held a series of parent 
seminars. 
Twenty-five parents partici- 


pated in the seminars and were asked the 
questions, "What is your impression of re- 
cent developments in high schools? What 
things do you wish you could have experi- 
enced in high school? and What things in 
the present curriculum do you question?" 


OPINIONS ON the subject were split. 


One parent said "Students have too much 
freedom and voice in the operation of the 
high school. Students are minors and 
should be treated that way."

The biggest single gripe of students 


these days seems to be that nobody listens 
to them. Fenton High School initiated a 
program this year titled "Project Tomor- 
row" which is designed to give students a 
voice in future school policies. 


Dwight E. Link, administrative assistant 


at Fenton, headed the project which con- 
sisted of four student and four parent sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in the seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve twtter communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion", by the student members. This was 
accomplished by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


ONE OF THE few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "my 
English teacher" or "my former math 
teacher." 


Students were encouraged to speak out 


openly on things they didn't like in the 
school. From these gripes came a list of 10 
proposals for Fenton's future. Ranked ac- 
cording to priority by the greatest number 
of students, the suggestions were: 


—"Modular scheduling." 
—More tracking of courses. 
—Fewer required courses. 
—Expanded number of elective courses. 
—Independent study programs. 
—Final exam exemption for students 


maintaining a "B" average. 


—Modified physical education courses. 
—More privileges for National Honor 


Society members. 


—One full credit for music rather than 


the present half credit. 


—No assigned study halls. 


OTHER ITEMS which were listed but 


did not receive mention from every group 
were a stronger student council, reading 
improvement as an elective course, option 
of auditing elective courses and more in- 
formal student-teacher relationships. 


Further suggestions were optional class 


attendance, elimination of the dress code 


"except for extremes," revision of the 
grading system, and emphasis on student 
discussion of current events. 


In trying to balance student opinions, 


Link and his assistant on the project, 
James Riebock, held a series of parent 
seminars. 
Twenty-five parents 
partici- 


pated in the seminars and were asked the 
questions, "What is your impression of re- 
cent developments in high schools? What 
things do you wish you could have experi- 
enced in high school? and What things in 
the present curriculum do you question?" 


OPINIONS ON the subject were split. 


One parent said "Students have too much 
freedom and voice in the operation of the 
high school. Students are minors and 
should be treated that way."

James DiOrio, president of the Dist. 100 


board of education announced his resigna- 
tion Tuesday after the board voted down a 
recommendation for administrative salary 
increases. DiOrio's announcement came 
after a two and a half-hour executive ses- 
sion during which the board discussed ad- 
ministrative, secretarial, custodial and 
cafeteria salaries. 


in making his statement. DiOrio said, 


''I'm extremely disappointed in the action 
of this board. I feel I can no longer contin- 
ue as a board member and hereby submit 
my resignation." 


Di Orio has been a member of the Dist. 


100 board since he was appointed in May 
of 1967 to fill a vacancy. He is also a mem- 
ber of the Bensenville Dist. 2 elementary 
board and has served in the past as its 
president. 


HOARD MEMBER Morton Wright made 


the motion to turn down salary increases 
for sever administrators. In doing so he 
siiul, "I make this motion with gerat sor- 
row, but I could not do otherwise. Re- 
peated comments from some people in the 
district have indicated to me that they do 
not feel administrative salaries should be 
nused at this time. These people have 
.sought me out and it's a voice I must lis- 
ten to " 


The final vote on the motion was four to 


three with Wright, Will Davidson, Arthur 
Richter and Jesse Parrish voting for the 
motion against raising administrative sal- 
aries 


Stipt Martin Ztickorman. whose salary 


WHS not in discussion at the time of the 
motion, reminded the board that teachers 
have a right to grievances and that they 
negotiate through the Fenton Education 
Association. 


"WIIKItK IN YOUR judgment can ad- 


ministrators go to seek council on salary 
grievances?" Dr. Zuckerman asked the 
board 


Fenton principal Norman West told the 


board the FEA had approached the admin- 
istration earlier in the year asking to rep- 
resent them in salary negotiations. 


"We turned down their offer," West 


said, "because in the past we worked so 
closely with the board that professional 
negotiation was unnecessary." 


But, West added, if the board refuses the 


administration salary increase, "We would 
be obliged to go back to the FEA for 
help " 


The Fenton Education Association held a 


meeting late Wednesday night to discuss 
the action of the board. Will Davidson was 
the only board member voting against the 
salary increase who was invited to attend 
the FEA meeting. 


THE TEACHERS' association backed 


administrators in their salary demands 
and threatened to turn down their own 
salary packages if the demands are not 
met. Dr. Zuckerman said in a telephone 
conversation with the Register Thursday 
that even more drastic measures are 
being contemplated by the FEA but would 
not elaborate. 


Board member Will Davidson said 


Thursday that he voted no on the recom- 
mendation for a salary increase because 
"I think the community wants us to hold." 
Davidson said he feels a big issue in the 
community is "administrative salaries are 
too high." 


"I think it would be better for the whole 


situation to hold salaries now and go 
ahead with planned curtailments in Sep- 
tember. Then we can better go to the com- 
munity and ask for a referendum with the 
understanding that if funds become avail- 
able, we would review administrative sala- 
ries," Davidson said. 


DAVIDSON EXPLAINED that salaries 


can be reviewed at any time by the board 
and made retroactive to the July date 
when the administrative contracts official- 
ly begin. 


Funds must become available through a 


referendum and state aid before the board' 


should consider salary raises for adminis- 
trators, Davidson said. 


He added, "The administration has done 


a fine job this year. This is no reflection 
on personality or performance but is made 
necessary by lack of funds at this time." 


"By holding administrative 
salaries 


now, we're turning the problem of lack of 
funds right back to the community," Da- 
vidson said. 


IN THE MEETING Tuesday, board 


member Martin Rom me said he would 
"stand up in the community and defend 
the action of this board," even though 
Romme voted against the refusal to raise 
administrative salaries. 


The board has a regularily scheduled 


meeting on June 24. It is expected that 
DiOrio will submit his official written res- 
ignation at that time.

year. ago. "Ross ignored it. The court has 


been giving deadlines for some time, and 
he just won't comply." 


When asked how many dwelling units 


there are, Frantz said he did not know. 


"There are four units, all occupied," 


Mrs. Ross said to the same inquiry. 
"There used to be five, but we're not 
allowed to rent the third floor because the 
village maintains that one of the entrances 
doesn't meet their standards. 


"They wanted us to put in steel fire es- 


capes," which the Ross family felt to be 
too costly. Thus, the third floor remains 
vacant. 


Asked what other requirements the vil- 


lage put on the building to bring it up to 
local standards, Mrs. Ross mentioned hall- 
way doors and enclosing of basement raft- 
ers.

Says Income Tax Unnecessary 


A scathing attack on Gov Richard 


Ogilvie's proposed income tax bill, which 
cleared the Illinois House of Representa- 
tives in the form of 3 per cent levy, was 
issued this week by State Sen. Jack T. 
Knuepfer(R-39thDist.). 


The DuPage County senator said that 


management techniques have not kept 
pace with the state's growth adding "Illi- 
nois has embarked on a collision course 
with its taxpayers." 


He called for a review of "the structure 


of state government," terming it "archaic 
and obsolete." 


"Citizens have signified their willingness 


on a number of occasions, both at the local 
and state level to pay more for a higher 
level of services," he said. 


"WHILE THEY HAVE been getting 


more services from their government, 
they have paid an astoundingly have 
price," Knuepfer charged. 


The Elmhurst senator singled out uni- 


sities and the Department of Mental 
Health for criticism saying that, "growth 
has been most rapid and waste most 
apparent. 


"Many institutions have focused most of 


their efforts on securing more funds from 
the legislature and devoting little or no ef- 
fort to improving their utilization of what 
funds are available," Knuepfer charged. 


He called Gov. Ogilvie's budget "gener- 


ally a myth." 


KNUEPFER DESCRIBED current Illi- 


nois governmental structures as "endless 
departments, code agencies, and commis- 
sions" which report to the governor. 


"His (the governor's) ceremonial-func- 


tions require a large part of his time. He 
has never even had a budget bureau to 
screen requests for more funds. Attempts 
to improve toe efficiency of the organiza- 


tion and to bring modern methods of oper- 
ation have been short lived and the ever 
growing bureaucracy has generally man- 
aged to short circuit their suggestions 
when efficiency experts picked up their 
slide rules and left," the senator added. 


WHAT SHOULD be done? 
"The state needs two years to assess its 


own performance, to clean its own house. 
The need is not at this time for substantial 
amounts of new taxes. The need now is to 
improve the utilization of those funds 
which are presently being collected," he 
said. 


Knuepfer serves on the Senate agricul- 


ture, industrial affairs, public utilities, 
public welfare, enrolling and engrossing 
committees, as well as on the air pollution 
and mental health fund commissions. 


He is co-chairman of the commission on 


local government.

The biggest single gripe of students 


these days seems to be that nobody listens 
to them. Fenton High School initiated a 
program this year titled "Project Tomor- 
row" which is designed to give students a 
voice in future school policies. 


Dwicht E. Link, administrative assistant 


at Fenton, headed the project which con- 
sisted of four student and four parent sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in ihe seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve better communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion" by the student members. This was 
accomplished by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


ONE OF THE few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "ray 
English teacher" or "my former math 
teacher." 


Students were encouraged to speak out 


openly on things they didn't like in the 
school. From these gripes came a list of 10 
proposals for Fenton's future. Ranked ac- 
cording to priority by the greatest number 
of students, the suggestions were: 


—"Modular scheduling." 
—More tracking of courses. 
—Fewer required courses. 
—Expanded number of elective courses. 
—Independent study programs. 
—Final exam exemption for students 


maintaining a "B" average. 


—Modified physical education courses. 
—More privileges for National Honor 


Society members. 


—One full credit for music rather than 


the present half credit. 


—No assigned study halls. 


OTHER ITEMS which were listed but 


did not receive mention from every group 
were a stronger student council, reading 
improvement as an elective course, option 
of auditing elective courses and more in- 
formal student-teacher relationships. 


Further suggestions were optional class 


attendance, elimination of the dress code 


"except for extremes," revision of the 
grading system, and emphasis on student 
discussion of current events. 


In trying to balance student opinions, 


Link and his assistant on the project, 
James Riebock, held a series of parent 
seminars. 
Twenty-five parents partici- 


pated in the seminars and were asked the 
questions, "What is your impression of re- 
cent developments in high schools? What 
things do you wish you could have experi- 
enced in high school? and What things in 
the present curriculum do you question?" 


OPINIONS ON the subject were split. 


One parent said "Students have too much 
freedom and voice in the operation of the 
high school. Students are minors and 
should be treated that way."

High School, had been in the water ft- 
about an hour when she went down. 


Mount Prospect firemen said she had 


been swimming with a girl friend on the 
north side of the lake. Her girl friend, they 
said, had turned away from Jackie for a 
minute and when she looked back, Jackie 
had disappeared. 


LT. LARRY PAIRITZ of the Mount 


Prospect fire department said, "One wit- 
ness told me she was holding the hand of a 
six-year-old boy when she went down. The 
kid had a life preserver on. thank God, or 
we might have had two drownings on our 
hands. I don't know how it happened. I 
don't think we'll ever know." 


Lake Briarwood is a small, muddy lake 


between Arlington Heights and 
Mount 


Prospect, just off Algonquin Road near 
Route 62. 


Nearby homeowners said the lake is 


shallow, but has holes which go to a defth 
of 12 feet. 


Jackie went down in a shallow art a 


about 50 feet from shore, near an island in 
the middle of the lake, officers said. 


And it was there that Arlington Heights 


fireman Frank Woodruff found her, an 
hour after she was reported missing. 


About 60 persons lined the shore of the 


lake during the search, most of them chil- 
dren. The few parents who came to ob- 
serve the tragedy appeared indifferent to 
what had happened. And the children were 
lined up along the waterfront sitting Injun 
style, not aware that one of their friends 
had drowned. 


SKINDIVERfi REPORTED THE lake 


very hard to work in due to the excessive 
mud in the water. Not even underwater 
lights seemed to help much. They had to 
just feel their way. 


Woodruff found the girl at 4:21 p.m., just 


before two other skindivers were about to 
join the search. 


Jackie, who lived with her parents at

Promises Sewer Line Vote 


by KICIIAHl) UAKTON 


"We will have a referendum or we will 


scrap the entire $1 million Prospect-Thorn 
dale sewer line," Itasca Village Pres. Wil- 
bert Noltke told residents Tuesday night. 


His promise was made during a public 


meeting where residents were shown plans 
for a sewer line to service Itasca's indus- 
trial park. Indications were that the line 
would also help control 700 to 1,000 acres 
of land north of the village, which could be 
taken by Elk Grove or Wood Dale. 


Nottkc .said he frowned on having anoth- 


er referendum because of the great num- 
ber of such votes in the past years. He 
said the organizational work and soliciting 
of support put terrific burdens on those 
involved. 


"I WOULD ASK the Central Manufac- 


turing District (CMD) to carry the ball on 
any such referendum," Nottke said. 


He said CMD had a complete staff of 


engineers, architects, public relations and 
other personnel which could better organ- 
ize supporting material. CMD would fi- 
nance the $700,000 project cost and the vil- 
lage would pay back $342,000 from tap-on- 
fees and a sewage surtax of developers 
over a 20-year period. The 5 per cent inter- 
est charge brings the project cost to over 
$1 million. 


The village board passed an ordinance 


providing for an agreement for the pur- 
chase of additional sanitary sewer facil- 


ities by the village to run a 27-inch sewer 
line from the Schiller Street treatment 
plant. The line would extend north on 
Prospect Street to Thorndale Avenue and 
proceed west to Illinois Itt 5!i halfway he 
twcen Thorndale and Devon Avenue. It 
would end up a.s a 15-inch line. 


About 100 residents submitted a petition 


asking for a referendum to decide whether 
the ordinance would be put into elfwt. 
Nottke said Tuesday the village would 
have the vote or revise the ordinance or 
drop the project. Village compliance is re- 
quired by law under the petition. 


CMD REPRESENTATIVES said Tues- 


day 1,517 acres of land would be served by 
the sewer line. The area would be roughly 
from 
Medinah 
Road east 
to 
Com- 


monwealth Edison power lines and village 
limits north to Devon Avenue. 


Land west of the proposed Interstate 90 


expressway is slated for CMD devel- 
opment. East of the expressway would be- 
long to residential enterprise and would be 
further divided by the proposed Elgin- 
O'Hare Expressway that would run ilke 
Thorndale does now. 


Nottke and Village Atty. Lawrence Trae- 


ger Jr., said this ordinance is the only le- 
gal way the area north of Itasca can be 
earmarked for Itasca control, possible an- 
nexation and development. The ordinance 
provides for the payback of CMD out of 
tax levies, they said, but the intent of the 
village board was to avoid the levy 


through a built-up fund 


"Developers like Peter Speers with 94 


acres north of Itasca would pay a charge 
plus tap on and annexation fees," Nottke 
sai'l, "which would be. saved each year to 
abate tuxes in the annual levy for the proj- 
ect. The cost to the village would be nil In 
fact, we stand to make $30,000 profit at

Night Drop 


A night drop built into the drive-in ser- 


vice faculties for the Northwest Trust and 
Savings Bank, Arlington Heights, opening 
this weekned, will be a safety feature for 
the bank's customers. 


Bank patrons won't have to leave their 


cars for the checking and saving service 
after hours, according to W. C. "Fritz" 
Wolf, bank president. He expects in- 
stallation of the service to be completed 
within a week. 


Regular drive-in service, utilizing a 


pneumatic tube system, will permit three 
customers to be served by two tellers. The 
Diebold visual auto teller, as it is called, 
involves remote drive-in banking. 


Wolf noted that this type of drive-in ser- 


vice will enable bank personnel to serve 
peak times more readily than individually- 
manned ones. 


THE TELLER SITS inside the bank in 


front of a large window; customer units 
are stationed on small islands within easy 
view of the teller. A customer drives up to 
the unit and deposits transaction materials 
in the carrier, tells the teller what he 
wants through the high fidelitv audio sys- 
tem and deposits the carrier in the pneu- 
matic port. It is whisked inside the bank, 
where the teller removes the contents, 
completes the transaction and returns the 
carrier to the customer. She maintains 
both voice and visual contact with the cus- 
tomer at all times; the units have been 
staggered to provide unobstructed visibil- 
ity between customers and tellers. 


Regular drive-in service will be avail- 


able from 8 a.m. to 6.30 p.m. Monday 
Thursday, 8 a.m. to 8 p m Friday, and 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m. Saturday. 


A Dynabank 


Not too long ago. the typical small-town 


bank was forced to take a back seat in 
sophisticated banking activities, mainly 
because it couldn't keep in timely touch 
with the financial activities of the major 
money markets. 


Today, the small town still exists, but

ONE REASON FOR these hufih expense 


accounts for out-of-state travel is that the 
conventions that deal with the various fac- 
ets of county government of value to Du- 
Page County are held either on the east or 
west coast. 


It's about 900 miles east and 2,100 miles 


west. There is no restriction on how many 
members of one or several committees 
and the chairmen of course may attend. 
Usually the chairman and two or three 
members of a single committee, but some- 
times more attend. 


The board has no set rulos governing 


this kind of travel. All expect to get in on 
it sometime during the year in one way or 
another. And it's good politics, in fuct it's 
mandatory, to treat every board member 
alike, even if some go along just for the 
ride. 


AN AIR TICKET round-trip east says 


one who took this trip costs $H(i but mile- 
age expense will allow $200. This mileage 
charge for expense is legal even if you go 
by air. 


Similarly the 2,100 mile west trek round 


trip by air is said to cost about $250. But 
the mileage expense allowed is $400. 


What is criticized is that some buy the 


round-trip air ticket and collect for mile- 
age. On a trip to the west coast this would 
nut $ll>0 lux free, because it's legally for 
expense. Here's the joker on the taxpayer: 
There are some, it is said, who exercise 
this privilege. 


But there is even more to this uncon- 


trolled travel spending on the part of 
members of 
I he county board. DuHage 


County is heralded as one of the wealth- 
iest, foremost Republican and a leading 
innovator in county government in the na- 
tion. 


Therefore, anyone representing OuPage 


County at a national convention would be 
expected to live up to the advance billing. 
To board member critics, expense ac- 
counts prove they always remember to do 
this. 


THESE ARE THE reasons why a com- 


ing "travel and expense" expose is ex- 
pected to jar the board, unless that is, the 
people in charge of the operation at the 
county seal step in and head it off. 


This cannot be ruled out For the simple 


truth is that an "investigation" of any di- 
mension in a one-party county, Republican 
or Democratic, is difficult to accomplish. 
It's success always depends on who is to 
benefit and who is to suffer damage. 


Still the growing division within the 


GOP in DuPage County cannot rule out a 
green light for expense and travel account 
investigation. 


IT IS TRUE THAT some chairmanship 


losers are more interested in this spending 
than heretofore. But' it is observed that 
some new chairmen, some new members 
and others of extended service frown at 
what is taking place. 


Taxpayers in their home constituencies 


with better communications, perhaps, ure 
beginning to ask questions. Maybe they 
are telling their representative* on the 
county board that it's time to initiate some 
austerity thinking on matters regarding 
unnecessary spending. 


With increasing taxes, the upsurge in 


the cost of borrowing money and what is 
now taking place at the county level: big 
payroll increases for the county's more 
than 1,000 employes across the board, it 
must be time for someone to mention 


"austerity" 
in spending on the county 


board.

The program was developed as a seminar where stu- 
dents can speak out on school curriculum, activities 
and classroom experiences. 


Students Given School Voice 


by Jl'DY MORRIS 


The biggest single gripe of students 


these days seems to be that nobody listens 
to them. Fenton High School initiated a 
program this year titled "Project Tomor- 
row" which is designed to give students a 
voice in future school policies. 


Dwight E. Link, administrative assistant 


at Fenton. headed the project which con- 
sisted of four student and four parent sem- 
inars. Questions concerning curriculum, 
activities and classroom experiences were 
included in the seminars. 


One of the goals of the project was to 


"achieve better communication by encour- 
aging honesty, openness and participa- 
tion" by the student members. This was 
accomplished by allowing the students to 
make any comments they felt were rele- 
vant to the present curriculum at Fenton. 


ONE OF THE few ground rules estab- 


lished was that a specific teacher's name 
would be used only if criticism was posi- 
tive. If criticism was negative, the student 
was to refer to the instructor only as "my 
English teacher" or "my former math 
teacher " 


Students were encouraged to speak out 


openly on things they didn't like in the 
school. From these gripes came a list of 10 
proposals for Fenton's future. Ranked ac- 
cording to priority by the greatest number 
of students, the suggestions were: 


—"Modular scheduling " 
—More tracking of courses. 
—Fewer required courses. 
—Expanded number of elective courses. 
—Independent study programs. 
-Final exam exemption for students 


maintaining a "B" average 


—Modified physical education courses. 


—More privileges for National Honor 


Society members. 


One full credit for music rather than 


the present half credit. 


—No assigned study halls. 
OTHER ITEMS which were listed but 


did not receive mention from every group 
were a stronger student council, reading 
improvement as an elective course, option 
of auditing elective courses and more in- 
formal student-teacher relationships. 


Further suggestions were optional class 


attendance, elimination of the dress code 


"except for extremes," revision of the 
grading system, and emphasis on student 
discussion of current events. 


In trying to balance student opinions, 


Link and his assistant on the project, 
James Riebock, held a series of parent 
seminars. Twenty-five parents partici- 
pated in the seminars and were asked the 
questions, "What is your impression of re- 
cent developments in high schools? What 
things do you wish you could have expert-

Link said he feels the program was very 


worthwhile. "After the initial shock of rea- 
lizing they could say what they wanted, 
the students opened up and gave us some 
good ideas." 


Sixty-four students from all four classes 


participated in the project. Since Link con- 
ducted the program under a grant from 
the Illinois Office of Instruction for Gif'pd 
Children, student participants were mostly 
from the upper half of their class aca- 
demically. 


IT WAS SUGGESTED in the seminars 


that the program should have included 
students from the lower half of the class 
for a more representative opinion. 


Numbers eight and six on the list of sug- 


gested changes reflect the problems in 
consulting only above average students 
"More privileges for National Honor 
Society members" and "Final exam ex- 
emption for students with a B average" 
would probably not have appeared on the 
list if lower than average students had 
participated in the seminars. 


Hope has been expressed by students 


and administrators alike that "Project To- 
morrow" will be continued next year. One 
problem is that coordinator Dwight Link 
has been granted a two-year leave of ab- 
sence from Fenton to accept a fellowship 
offered him by the University of Illinois. 


LINK, WHO HAS been at Fenton for 


eight years, will be moving soon to 
Champaign with his wife Pat and their 
four children. He will be working towards 
his doctorate degree and plans to return 
to the Bensenville area in two years. 


Link said he feels "Students should have 


a place to discuss freely the things that 
affect them the most. 


"I think we proved you can talk openly 


about things that are difficult to talk 
about." Link added. 


Students in the seminars were given an 


opportunity to evaluate "Project Tomor- 
row." One of them said, "It was an ex- 
cellent chance for students to commu- 
nicate, with the administration listening 
for a change." 


ANOTHER SAID, "If it went too quiet, 


Mr. Link pulled us along and he and Mr. 
Riebock reacted and didn't try to pretend 
they weren't there. It was extremely open 
and frank." 


On the other side, one student said the 


bad part of the seminar was "when some 
people would hog the discussion, thus leav- 
ing others with nothing to say." 


The same thing bothered another stu- 


dent but he felt compelled to add, 'Some 
didn't participate, but I have a big 
mouth and lif e to dominate a conversation 
anyway."

An Unlucky Day?

If you suffer from triskaidekaphobia, 


you'd better stay in bed today. That's fear 
of the number 13. 


Friday the 13th is regarded by super- 


stitious persons as supremely unlucky. 
Why this day is considered to carry mis- 
fortune, no one can tell for certain. 


One folklore explanation for the origin of 


Friday superstitions is that Eve tempted 
Adam with the apple on Friday, which led 
to their expulsion from the Garden of 
Eden. And Friday is also associated with 
the Crucifixion. 


The numeral 13 has carried a super- 


natural significance ever since the time of 
the ancient Egyptians, who considered it a 
lucky number. Since they believed that 
man passed through 12 stages during his 
life, the 13th phase of existence represent- 
ed immortality. This belief was also tied 
in with the 13 phases of the moon in a 
year. 


TODAY THERE ARE buildings which 


do not have a 13th floor, although they do 
have 14th floors, and many hostesses 
avoid seating 13 at a table. 


The taboo nature of the number IS has 


been traced to the time when man learned 
to count. He was able to count up to 12 
using his ten fingers and two feet. Beyond 
that was the unknown, or the super- 
natural. 


According to the author of Treasury of 


Superstitions, Claudia de Lys, "The tradi- 
tional lucky as well as unlucky character 
of the number 13 seems to affect the igno- 
rant and educated alike, which is not usu- 
ally the case with superstitions. The 'de- 
vil's dozen,' as it is called, has happy as- 
sociations for some, while to others, who 
connect it with personal misfortune, it is 
taboo." 


The term "Black Friday" usually com- 


memorates disastrous events that oc- 
curred on Friday, such as the financial 
panic of May 11,1866, in London and those 
in New York on Sept. 24,1869 and Sept. 19 
1873. 


THE EUROPEAN custom of executing 


criminals on Friday originated in the 
Middle Ages. 


Another bad connotation for Friday is 


that the Norse goddess Freya, for whom 
Friday is supposedly named, was known 
as a witch in folklore after the Norse were 
converted to Christianity. And Friday wa.s 
supposed to be the day that witches held 
meetings and cast their spells on people. 


A related superstition to this Friday folk 


legend stuff is a belief that new tasks 
should not be started on a Friday. And 
even today, many office workers diligently 
follow this custom. It's called procrastina- 
tion.

They were stopped by a Highland 
Park nine, who in turn were in turn elimi- 
nated by the Illinois prep champions from 
Schurz in the semi-finals of the state meet 
las'. week.

Perhaps ranking coach Ron DeBolt's 


crew in such a manner requires an unfair 
equation. It still doesn't detract from a 
spectacular 19-1 overall slate and the per- 
fect 14-0 mark manufactured by the 'Cats 
in Mid-Suburban league play in 1969. 


The win-loss standards were among the 


best in the state at any rate. Wheeling was 
the first team since the MSL CAME INTO 
existence six years ago to hone an unblem- 
ished loop record. And there's no question 
that the Wildcats could have looked re- 
spectable going against any of the eight 
teams gathered at Peoria for the state fi- 
nals at the beginning of this month. 


Here are some of the facts supporting 


Wheeling's potency on the diamond: 


Overall they banged out 173 base hits 


(better than nine per game) and 37 of 
them went for extra bases. They crossed 
the plate 133 times (an average of seven 
runs a contest), knocked in 99 runs and hit 
for an amazing .318 conglomerate aver- 
age. 


As a team they also pilfered an astound- 


ing 63 bases in 19 contests and fanned only 
76 times or once in about every seven offi- 
cial trips to the plate. 


On the mound they were equally effec- 


tive. In 128 innings Wheeling twirlers 
walked a mere 25 batters while fanning 
110. They yielded only 53 runs — 80 less 
than the Cats scored — and the 27 that 
were earned mode for a sizzling 1.48 ERA. 


Individually, Wheeling's statistics were 


just as staggering. There wore representa- 
tives among the leaders in every one of 
the MSL's offensive departments and the 
'Cats constituted a third of the loop's 15- 
man high average list, taking three of the 
top five and four of the top seven slots. 


Jack Bastable led the explosive lineup, 


finish up at .540 to become the first ever to 
fashion a better than .500 batting average 
in the MSL. The three-year veteran also 
was either at or near the top of the cate- 


gories for runs scored (13), RBIs (13), 
doubles (8), stolen bases (8) and slugging 
average (.800). 


Cary Salm, also finishing up a three- 


year varsity career, hit at a .396 clip and 
made the l i s t i n g s in runs (13), R 
Bis (10),doubles (3) and stolen bases (10). 
Other Wildcats figuring prominently in the 
MSL statistics were Gary Schweitzer with 
a .432 average, 13 runs, 8 stolen bases and 
10 walks; Dan Hull with a .302 average 
and 13 runs; Scott Day with a .375 average 
and 7 stolen bases; Don Wright with 12 
runs, 8 walks and a pair of home runs; 
and Bob Fitzgerald with 12 runs, It RBIs 
and 3 two baggers. 


The mound corps of Marty Grain, Bill 


Newman and Day posted some fine indi- 
vidual marks as well. Grain had the 
league's best won-loss record at 6-0, New- 
man ranked seventh in the league in stri- 
keouts with 38 and had the fourth highest 
strikeout per inning ratio, and Day had the 
lowest ERA, giving up just one earned run 
in three completed loop contests. 


Newman also recorded the highest 


slugging tempo in the circuit, a potent 
.882. 


The Wildcat season opened with a trio of 


non-conference triumphs. They then cap- 
tured ten straight conference games and 
surprisingly their narrowest verdict was 
provided by last place Glenbard North, 
2-1. 


Wheeling then dropped their opening dis- 


trict match to Highland Park ,8-2. It was 
the second year in a row the Little Giants 
eliminated them from the state playoffs 
and was made all the more stunning by 
Highland Park's seventh place status in 
the Suburban league. 


DeBoIt and company shrugged off the 


defeat and roared to victory in their five 
final contests. In the meantime, three of 
the teams they had toppled during the 
campaign won district crowns and finally 
Niles West, a Wildcat victim earlier in the 
year, was dumped by the Parkers for the 
right to head dowr to Peoria. 


Despite the one heart-breaking loss, De-

district program in family living, Gill 
said. "Any group that accepts the philos- 
ophy that their self-righteousness justifies 
any means, not the least of which is 
character assassination, can create hyster- 
ia quickly and with tragic results." 


As the Herald went to press, Robert 


Hopkins, president of the Concerned Par- 
ents Committee 
<CPC> protesting the 


teaching of sex education in the schools 
was scheduled to address the board to 
speak in opposition to Gill's remarks. 


Gill presented four recommendations to 


the school board aimed at improving the 
existing program in sex education in the 
district schools. 


THE FIRST RECOMMENDATION was 


that the current program in family living 
be placed on a voluntary basis, so that 
parents may, by written request, have 
their children withdrawn from any phase 
of the program. 


Gill also recommended that an in-ser- 


vice committee of six teachers be hired 
this summer to complete curriculum 
guides and develop an in-service training 
program for new teachers not familiar 
with the family living program. 


The superintendent said that the com- 


mitteee would separate the material irito 
two categories, one including material to 
be presented to the students and another 
which would be for the teachers' back- 
ground use only.

"This will prevent, I hope, persons from 


taking license with the materials and dis- 
torting what is for the students' use and 
waht is for teachers' use," Gill said. 


"I WOULD ALSO recommend that the 


board of education and staff recognize the 
fact that a more comprehensive emphasis 
should be placed on parent education con- 
cerning the intent, objectives, and content 
of the family living and sex education pro- 
gram," Gill declared. 


He added that the program would not be 


effective without mutual cooperation and 
trust between the family and the school. 


Gill's final recommendation was that the 


board approve the recommendations of the 
Citizens' Review Committee (CRC) which 
received a majority of "yes" votes, with 
the exception of one recommendation con- 
cerning the film, "Boy to Man." 


The CRC had recommended this film be 


shown only sixth grade boys and their fa- 
thers together. 


The superintendent said that and he and 


the family living in-service staff com- 
mittee recommended that this film be 
shown to fathers and sons first, and then 
later to the boys in the classroom. 


"OUR RATIONALE FOR this recom- 


mendation is that many boys cannot at- 
tend the father and son meetings," Gill 
stated. "However, this film is an excellent 
one, and should not be withdrawn from 
our curriculum. Classroom discussions of 
this film are extensive, enlightening and of 
educational value to the students." 


He added that every parent would be 


allowed to withdraw his child from the 
classroom showing and discussion session 
if he should so desire. 


The three CRC recommendations that 


Gill also endorsed were: 


One, all district teachers meet with par- 


ents at the beginning of the school year to 
discuss what they will be teaching in fami- 
ly living during the year and hand out 
written material to accompany the presen- 
tation. 


Two, that no materials be used which 


are not in the curriculum guide or have 
not been approved by the family living 
and sex education committee and thnee, 
that a good in-service training program be 
provided for all teachers who will be 
teaching this curriculum. 


Action Is Sought 


Wheeling policemen belonging to the 


Cook County Police Association have 
asked the village board for an answer to 
their recent requests. 


Seventeen members of the CCPA, who 


are seeking an established grievance 
procedure and the right to negotiate eco- 
nomic conditions, sent letters to the board 
on June 9, asking them to recognize John 
Flood, CCPA president, as their represen- 
tative. 


Flood also wrote to the board yesterday 


asking that he be permitted to appear be- 
fore the board again at next Monday's 
meeting. In his letter to the village presi- 
dent and board of trustees, Flood said he 
was seeking answers to his requests pre- 
sented last week. 


"I REQUESTED THE board to initiate 


and establish an ad hoc committee to re- 
solve the dispute between the police and 
the administration. This request was never 
answered at the last meeting as discussion 
was abruptly terminated," Flood pointed 
out in his letter. 


The decision to send the two letters was 


made at an association meeting held 
Wednesday night. 


Sgt. Gene Wolf, president of the Wheel- 


ing chapter of the CCPA, told the Herald 
yesterday that association members had 
discussed the various alternatives left 
open to them in their quest for recognition.

Skindivers dragged the limp body of 14- 


year-old Jackie Baker from the bottom of 
Lake Briarwood in Mount Prospect yester- 
day. 


She was apparently the first drowning 


victim of the summer. 


Jackie, a student at Dempster Junior 


High School, had been in the water for 
about an hour when she went down. 


Mount Prospect firemen said she had 


been swimming with a girl friend on the 
north side of the lake. Her girl friend, they 
said, had turned away from Jackie for a 
minute and when she looked back, Jackie 
had disappeared. 


LT. LARRY PAIR1TZ of the Mount 


Prospect fire department said, "One wit- 
ness told me she was holding the hand of a 
six-year-old boy when she went down. The 
kid had a life preserver on, thank God, or 
we might have had two drownings on our 
hands. I don't know how it happened. I 
don't think we'll ever know." 


Lake Briarwood is a small, muddy lake 


between Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect, just off Algonquin Road near 
Route 62. 


Nearby homeowners said the lake is 


shallow, but has holes which go to a depth 
of 12 feet. 


Jackie went down in a shallow area 


about 50 feet from shore, near an island m 
the middle of the hike, officers said. 


And it was there that Arlington Heights 


fireman Frank Woodruff found her, an 
hour after she was reported missing. 


About 60 persons lined the shore of the 


lake during the search, most of them chil- 
dren. The few parents who came to ob- 
serve the tragedy, appeared indifferent to 
what had happened. And the children were 
lined up along the waterfront sitting Injun 
style, not aware that one of their friends 
had drowned. 


SKINDIVERS REPORTED THE lake 


very hard to work in due to the excessive 
mud in the water. Not even underwater 
lights seemed to help much. They had to 
just feel their way. 


Woodruff found the girl at 4:21 p.m., just 


before two other skindivers were about to 
join the search. 


Jackie, who lived with her parents ul 


14% Birch Street, was limp and lily white 
as her body was dragged to shore. 


Firemen wrapped her in blankets and 


quickly removed her body to Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Ed Haber- 


kamp said a 17-year-old boy drowi.ed in 
Lake Briarwood about four years ago. "He 
had been an excellent swimmer too," he 
said.

He and his uncle, General George H 


Thomas, were the only two of the Ken- 
tucky Thomases on the Union side "I 
asked him why he moved to Kansas aftir 
the war. and he said it was onh two 
against the rest of them." she laughed 


Her blue eyes pierce time as she re-alls 


the tragedy of brother fighting brother and 
families separating themselves over the 
chasm of the blue and gray. 


"General Thomas' sisters would never 


speak to him again as a Union officer He 
had been at West Point with Lee, but !.e 
didn't feel he was fighting his countn men. 
he was fighting for the flag." she said 


It seems the man himself will valk 


anund the corner as she tells of how the 
soldiers idolized Abraham Lincoln. 


"HE WAS a very kind man He would go

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Business License Issue Flares Again 


Controversy over citations issued to 


businessmen in Wheeling who failed to re- 
new licenses flared briefly again Monday 
night ut the Village board meeting. 


The board directed Village Atty. Paul 


Haraur to review a letter from Village 
Prosecutor Donald Norman and a report 
from Chief M. 0. Horcher on how the busi- 
ness license ordinance is enforced. 


Norman suggested the business license 


ordinance be changed to "provide for a 
penalty or an increasing fee for the late 
procurement of business licenses in order 
to keep most of the matters out of the 
traffic court. . ." 


IIOIU'lIKIt SUGGESTED that members 


of village departments other than police 
could enforce village ordinance violations 
such as the business license provision. 


The controversy began following the 


non-suiting of 25 cases by the prosecutor 
because the businessmen charged had pur- 


chased licenses after the tickets were is- 
sued. "Non-suiting" means the prose- 
cutors chooses not to act on the charges. 


A Herald story indicated that Horcher 


thought such dismissal made a mockery of 
the time police had spent issuing the cita- 
tions. Norman disagreed, telling the Her- 
ald that as a "prosecutor, not a per- 
secutor," he couldn't fairly press the cases 
against the businessmen. 


Following the appearance of the story, 


the board directed the two men to submit 
written reports on their comments. 


NORMAN TOLD THE board that he 


non-suited the cases because everyone of 
the citations would normally have been 
dismissed by the court. 


He said it was proper for him not to 


pursue cases "when there is not an unusu- 
ally long time between the due date for 
serving such licenses and their actual is- 
suance."

nity Pool have failed. If the referendum 
passes, the park district will buy the pool, 
take over the private bonds from the Com- 
munity Pool Corp. nnd renovate the pool. 


Moreover, the district, because is is a 


publih agency, can operate the pool more 
economically. 


ALSO. IT can afford to perform the 


needed major repairs on the pool and sur- 
rounding buildings and can make the new- 
ly-acquired Chamber of Commerce Park a 
definite community asset.

his pocket since he was 9, that has nicks in 
it from the battle attacks. 


"When General Thomas was told to re- 


treat at Chicamauga, he wouldn't. From 
this he earned the nickname of the rock of 
Chickamauga. My father said he wished 
he had retreated, he was left with a limp 
after this," she said of the man who 
helped turn the tide of the war. 


Mrs. Titcomb looks like she's laughed a 


lot in her life and will laugh more, but a 
dimmer fire lights her eyes as she says 
most Of the stories were sad, and recalls 
the tragedies of the war she knows about. 


"Our fathers in the Union army fought 


to save the flag, the flag is everything to 
us. 


"BUT 
THE old soldiers, as we called 


them, are like the soldiers here today, 
they didn't talk much about the war. 


"My father was a handsome man, he 


stood so straight, we called him the Ken- 
tucky Colonel. He was 90 when he passed 
away," she recalled. 


Grant refusing Lee's sword comes to life 


as she tells of scone who were at Appomat- 
tox and jubilant that the war was over, 
but for a minute after the surrender, the 
men were quiet, feeling sympathy for the 
ones who lost. 


Mrs. Titcomb speaks with pride of a list 


of 17 men in the family who all enlisted 
over the years. "There's one nephew who 


hasn't enlisted yet, I tell him he better 
pretty soon," she laughed. 


The Women's Relief Corps contributes 


clothing to needy organizations, has a Me- 
morial in Springfield and contributes to 
the Confederate memorial. 


There is also a home in Maywood, where 


any descendant of Civil War veterans will 
be taken care of. 


"Our biggest day is Memorial Day. We 


have marched in the parade since 1901, 
and we place wreaths on the graves," she 
said. 


"In my home it would have been consid- 


ered sacrilegious not to have a flag. 


"I don't have patience with flag desecra- 


tors. Every individual has the right to his 
opinions, but there is no excuse for this, no 
punishment is too severe. 


"WHEN THE streets are lined with 


people, there doesn't seem to be any re- 
spect for the flag, and there's less and less 
patriotism in the schools," she said. 


She wishes young people were more in- 


volved. 


And yet the war is not over, she said. In 


one organization she belongs to, the South 
lives on. "It's like politics, we never dis- 
cuss it." 


Her memories give flesh and blood to 


the men who fought for the flag that she, 
too, holds next to her heart, 


As she speaks of the worth and meaning 


of the flag, it seems as if the last soldier 
has just come home.

As the Herald went to press, Robert 


Hopkins, president of the Concerned Par- 
ents Committee (CPC) protesting 
the 


teaching of sex education in the schools 
was scheduled to address the board to 
speak in opposition to Gill's remarks. 


Gill presented four recommendations to 


the school board aimed at improving the 
existing program in sex education in the 
district schools. 


THE FIRST RECOMMENDATION was 


thul the current program in family living 
be placed on a voluntary basis, so that 
parents may, by written request, have 
their children withdrawn from any phase 
of the program. 


Gill also recommended that an in-ser- 


vice committee of six teachers be hired 
this summer to complete curriculum 
guides and develop an in-service training 
program for new teachers not familiar 
v/ith the family living program. 


The superintendent said that the com- 


mitteee would separate the material into 
two categories, one including material to 
be presented to the students and another 
which would be for the teachers' back- 
ground use only 


Voters To Decide 
On Referendum 


Wheeling Park District voters will cast 


their ballots tomorrow on an $850,000 ref- 
erendum. 


Voters will decide whether or not the 


park district should be allowed to build an 
indoor pool on the Wheeling High School 
grounds. Also the referendum includes a 
proposal that the park board buy the Com- 
munity Pool on Wolf Road from private 
bondholders, and renovate and develop the 
Chamber of Commerce Park and Commu- 
nity Pool property. 


Two polling places will be open from 6 


a.m. to 6 p.m. tomorrow. Voters living 
west of the Soo Line railroad tracks may 
vote at Jack London Junior High School, 
1001 W. Dundee Road. 


Persons living east of the tracks may 


vote at the Heritage Park building, 222 S. 
Wolf Road. 


For results of Saturday's referendum, 


call 394-1700 after 9 p.m. 
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"This will prevent, I hope, persons from 


taking license with the materials and dis- 
torting what is for the students' use and 
waht is for teachers' use," Gill said. 


"I WOULD ALSO recommend that the 


board of education and staff recognize the 
fact that a more comprehensive emphasis 
should be placed on parent education con- 
cerning the intent, objectives, and content 
of the family living and sex education pro- 
gram," Gill declared. 


He added that the program would not be 


effective without mutual cooperation and 
trust between the family and the school. 


Gill's final recommendation was that the 


board approve the recommendations of the 
Citizens' Review Committee (CRC) which 
received a majority of "yes" votes, with 
the exception of one recommendation con- 
cerning the film, "Boy to Man." 


The CRC had recommended this film be 


shown only sixth grade boys and their fa- 
thers together. 


The superintendent said that and he and 


the family living in-service staff com- 
mittee recommended that this film be 
shown to fathers and sons first, and then 
later to the boys in the classroom. 


Wnnt A ill ttM ?•*»> 
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"OUR RATIONALE FOR this recom- 


mendation is that many boys cannot at- 
tend the father and son meetings," Gill 
stated. "However, this film is an excellent 
one, and should not be withdrawn from 
our curriculum. Classroom discussions of 
this film are extensive, enlightening and of 
educational value to the students." 


He added that every parent would be 


allowed to withdraw his child from the 
classroom showing and discussion session 
if he should so desire. 


The three CRC recommendations that 


Gill also endorsed were: 


One, all district teachers meet with par- 


ents at the beginning of the school year to 
discuss what they will be teaching in fami- 
ly living during the year and hand out 
written material to accompany the presen- 
tation. 


Two, that no materials be used which 


are not in the curriculum guide or have 
not been approved by the family living 
and sex education committee and three, 
that a good in-service training program be 
provided for all teachers who will be 
teaching this curriculum.

Skindivers dragged the limp body of 14- 


year-old Jackie Baker from the bottom of 
Lake Briarwood in Mount Prospect yester- 
day. 


She was apparently the first drowning 


victim of the summer. 


Jackie, a student at Dempster Junior 


High School, had been in the water for 
about an hour when she went down. 


Mount Prospect firemen said she had 


been swimming with a girl friend on the 
north side of the lake. Her girl friend, they 
said, had turned away from Jackie for a 
minute and when she looked back, Jackie 
had disappeared. 


LT. LARRY PAIRITZ of the Mount 


Prospect fire department said, "One wit- 
ness told me she was holding the hand of a 
six-year-old boy when she went down. The 
kid had a life preserver on, thank God, or 
we might have had two drownings on our 
hands. I don't know how it happened. I 
don't think we'll ever know." 


Lake Briarwood is a small, muddy lake 


between Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect, just off Algonquin Road near 
Route 62. 


Nearby homeowners said the lake is 


shallow, but has holes which go to a depth 
of 12 feet. 


Jackie went down in a shallow area 


about 50 feet from shore, near an island in 
the middle of the lake, officers said. 


And it was there that Arlington Heights 


fireman Frank Woodruff found her, an 
hour after she was reported missing. 


About 60 persons lined the shore of the 


lake during the search, most of them chil- 
dren. The few parents who came to ob- 
serve the tragedy appeared indifferent to 
what had happened. And the children were 
lined up along the waterfront sitting Injun 
style, not aware that one of their friends 
hac1 drowned. 


SKINDIVERS REPORTED THE lake 


very hard to work in due to the excessive 
mud in the water. Not even underwater 
lights seemed to help much. They had to 
just feel their way. 


Woodruff found the girl at 4:21 p m., just 


before two other skindivers were about to 
join the search. 


Jackk\ who lived with her parents at 


1436 Birch Street, was limp and lily white 
as her body was dragged to shore. 


Firemen wrapped her in blankets and 


quickly removed her body to Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Ed Haber- 


kamp said a 17-year-old boy drowt.ed in 
Lake Briarwood about four years ago. "He 
had been an excellent swimmer too," he 
said. 


woman living in Palatine, whose father 
enlisted in the Union army at 17.

Thomas, were the only two of the Ken- 
tucky Thomases on the Union side "I 
asked him why he moved to Kansas aft ti- 
the war, and he said it was only two 
against the rest of them," she laughed. 


Her blue eyes pierce time as she recalls 


the tragedy of brother fighting brother and 
families separating themselves over the 
chasm of the blue and gray. 


"General Thomas' sisters would never 


speak to him again as a Union officer. he 
had been at West Point with Lee, but '.e 
d.dn't feel ho was fighting his countrymen,

Wheeling Park District residents are 


getting a second chance tomorrow, a sec-

his pocket since he was 9, that has nicks in 
it from the battle attacks. 


"When General Thomas was told to re- 


treat at Chicamauga, he wouldn't. From 
this he earned the nickname of the rock of 
Chickamauga. My father said he wished 
he had retreated, he was left with a limp 
after this," she said of the man who 
helped turn the tide of the war. 


Mrs. Titcomb looks like she's laughed a 


lot in her life and will laugh more, but a 
dimmer fire lights her eyes as she says 
mos» of the stories were sad, and recalls 
the tragedies of the war she knows about. 


"Our fathers in the Union army fought 


to save the flag, the flag is everything to 
us. 


"BUT THE old soldiers, as we called 


them, are like the soldiers here today, 
they didn't talk much about the war. 


"My father was a handsome man, he 


stood so straight, we called him the Ken- 
tucky Colonel. He was 90 when he passed 
away," she recalled. 


Grant refusing Lee's sword comes to life 


as she tells of some who were at Appomat- 
tox and jubilant that the war was over, 
but for a minute after the surrender, the 
men were quiet, feeling sympathy for the 
ones who lost. 


Mrs. Titcomb speaks with pride of a list

lives on. "It's like politics, we never dis- 
cuss it." 


Her memories give flesh and blood to 


the men who fought for the flag that she, 
too, holds next to her heart. 


As she speaks of the worth and meaning 


of the flag, it seems as if the last soldier 
has just come home.

"This will prevent, I hope, persons from 


taking license with the materials and dis- 
torting what is for the students' use and 
waht is for teachers' use," Gill said.

shown to fathers and sons first, and then 
later to the boys in the classroom. 


"OUR RATIONALE FOR this recom 


mendation is that many boys cannot at- 
tend the father and son meetings," Gill 
stated. "However, this film is an excellent 
one, and should not be withdrawn from 
our curriculum. Classroom discussions of 
this film are extensive, enlightening and of 
educational value to the students." 


He added that every parent would be 


allowed to withdraw his child from the 
classroom showing and discussion session 
if he should so desire. 


The three CRC recommendations that 


Gill also endorsed were: 


One, all district teachers meet with par- 


ents at the beginning of the school year to 
discuss what they will be teaching in fami- 
ly living during the year and hand out 
written material to accompany the presen- 
tation. 


Two, that no materials be used which 


are not in the curriculum guide or have 
not been approved by the family living 
and sex education committee and three, 
that a good in-service training program be 
provided for all teachers who will be 
teaching this curriculum.

View Next Year's Youth Activities 


by KATHIE BARNES 


"Kids really think more about our 


society now than our parents did when 
they were our age," claims Jim Tielsch, 
17, a 1969 Prospect graduate who has been 
the high school representative on the 
Mount Prospect Youth Commission for the 
past year. 


Jim was appointed to work as a voting 


member of the commission for 1968-69 and 
to act as a liaison with a council of high 
school students working in conjunction 
with the youth commission. 


He explained that next year's Youth 


Commission activities will center around a 
youth center and a program of drug edu- 
cation for high, and junior high schools. 


THE "CRYSTAL SHIP" (coffehouse) 


was originally a youth center-type place, 
Jim said, "But most of the hippie-type 
kids hung out there and the restrictions 
got too much. 


"They wouldn't let them distribute liter- 


ature at Crystal Ship tables and started 
making restrictions about language used 
over the microphone, so kids just stopped 
going there." 


As a member of the Youth Commission, 


Jim said he hopes for a place such as the 
"Crystal Ship" to be opened in the com- 
munity, because "kids need a place where 
they can go and talk. 


"The drug problem in the community is 


not as great as everyone seems to think. A 
lot of kids have experimented with mari- 
juana, but very few go on the bigger 
stuff," Jim said. 


HE CRITICIZED the drug abuse pro- 


gram which has recently come under fire 
and was presented at area high schools for 
"not dealing with the drugs kids were con- 
cerned with. The former addict talked 
about heroin and other narcotics, when the 
interest in this area with high school kids 
is with hallucinogens such as LSD and 
even 'speed.' 


"The kids are scared of heroin and those 


things, they know they're dangerous, but 
the hallucinogens are not proven to be par- 
ticularly dangerous — kids don't really 
know anything about them. That's where 
the education should be centered," Jim 
said. 


"I'd rather get high on pot (marijuana) 


than get drunk," .Tim said. "I haven't 
tried pot yet, but I imagine I will when I 
get to college." 


Jim will be studying oceanography at 


the University of Washington in Seattle 
next fall. 


"KIDS IV THIS area have a hard time 


finding things to do on a date. There is the 
"Kinetic Playground" in Chicago, but that 
costs a lot of money. Other than that, we 
can RO somewhere and dance or to a mov- 
ie or a party," Jim said. Drinking isn't 
really a major problem, he added. 


He wished there were more things for 


young people to do in this particular area. 
Perhaps a coffehouse or a "quiet place to 
go and talk," would be a good 'hangout,' 
he suggested. 


Other problems of teenagers in the com- 


munity seemed to center around commu- 
nication with parents and the "older gen- 
eration." 


Problems 
with "not having enough 


voice in the high school or community" is 
of primary concern with high school stu- 
dents, Jim said. 


"WE DON'T have enough to say about 


anything. I would like to see students in 
high school have more voice in curriculum 
selection and in hiring faculty. We coulfl 
work in an advisory position, but I think 
we should have a say," Jim said. 


"Especially we would like more say in 


the social science curriculum — we only 
%et to see one side of a given problem — 
the rightist side. We aren't all leftists, but 
we should at least be able to intelligently 
study both sides of the subject," he said. 


Political beliefs on the part of high 


school students, are basically "middle of 
the road" Jim said. "There are some who 


feel strongly one way or the other, and 
those are usually the more intelligent ones 
who have thought out the problem for 
themselves." 


HE S AID STUDENTS were "dis- 


illusioned" about the 1968 presidential 
election because "a lot of them wanted 
change, a lot of them worked for Kennedy 
and McCarthy." 


He described himself as leaning "a little 


left, but not so far that I can't see the 
values of working for change within the 
system." 


He said he doesn't feel the frustration 


many young people have expressed in 
communicating with parents, because "we 
can talk about things logically and ratio- 
nally. We may not always agree, but we 
are willing to listen to each other." 


He did, however, express some frustra- 


tion in his work with the youth commis-

not."

LT. LARRY PAIRITZ of the Mount 


Prospect fire department said, "One wit 
ness told me she was holding the hand of a 
six-year-old boy when she went down. The 
kid had a life preserver on, thank God, or 
we might have had two drownings on our 
hands. I don't know how it happened. 1 
don't think we'll ever know." 


Lake Briarwood is a small, muddy lake 


between Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect, just off Algonquin Road near 
Route 62. 


Nearby homeowners said the lake is 


shallow, but has holes which go to a de;.th 
of 12 feet. 


Jackie went down in a shallow art a 


about 50 feet from shore, near an island in 
the middle of the lake, officers said. 


And it was there that Arlington Heights 


fireman Frank Woodruff found her, an 
hour after she was reported missing. 


About 60 persons lined the shore of the 


lake during the search, most of them chil- 
dren. The few parents who came to ob- 
serve the tragedy appeared indifferent to 
what had happened. And the children were 
lined up along the waterfront sitting Injun 
style, not aware that one of their friends 
had drowned. 


SKINDIVERS REPORTED THE lake 


very hard to work in due to the excessive 
mud in the water. Not even underwater 
lights seemed to help much. They had to 
just feel their way. 


Woodruff found the girl at 4:21 p.m., just 


before two other skindivers were about to 
join the search. 


Jackie, who lived with her parents at 


1436 Birch Street, was limp and lily white 
as her body was dragged to shore. 


Firemen wrapped her in blankets and 


guickly removed her body to Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Ed Haber- 


kamp said a 17-year-old boy drowned in 
Lake Briarwood about four years ago. "He 
had been an excellent swimmer too," he 
said.

Child drownings have taken the lives of 


at least seven children in the area in the 
past two years, including a drowning two 
years ago on the day school was out. 


A 14-year old Wheeling boy drowned on

Residents of Mount Prospect's school 


Dist. 57 will go to the polls tomorrow and 
pass judgment on $600,000. 


In a public refenndum, the school dis- 


trict will aak voters to approve the sale of 
$600,000 in bonds, most of which will be 
used for construction of an addition to Lin- 
coln School, 700 W Lincoln. 


Of the total amount, 1580,000 will be used 


to build the addition. Total cost of the two 
story addition will be »1,017,000 although 
the funds above $580,000 will come from 
the Impending sale of Central School. 


CENTRAL IS expected to bring some- 


where over $400,000 to the school district. 
The sale of the old facility will probably 
occur at a special meeting of the Dist. 57 


board to be held at 10 p.m. Saturday night. 


The final sale of the school is expected 


to bring to an end the dispute over the 
worth of the building to the district, as a 
useable school and as a sentimental souve- 
nier of an earlier Mount Prospect. 


On the eve of the referendum, Dist. 57 


officials seemed confident of its passage. 
No opposition to the measure has been 
voiced in the district and meetings held 
daring the week were termed encouraging 
by members of the administration. 


AN ENDORSEMENT of the referendum 


came recently from the head of the Mount 
Prospect Education Association, a local 
group representing teachers. 


Dist. 57 superintendent Dr. Eric Sah- 


Iberg also issued a statement encouraging 


passage of the referendum. "The opportu- 
nity presented to the voters tomorrow re- 
presents a chance for the district to im- 
prove junior high school programs as well 
as operate the programs most economic- 
ally in the years ahead," Sahlberg said.

The remainder will be used to help build 
an addition to Lincoln Junior High, con- 
verting it to the district's sole junior high 
fchnol 


The school board's decision to sell the 


district's other junior high, Central, makes 
mandatory the passage of this referendum 
to improve and enlarge Lincoln 


Students who would normally attend 


Central will be transferred to Lincoln Ju- 
nior High School. Tomorrow's referendum 
is designed to allow enough mosey to in- 
sure that Lincoln is ready for these stu- 
dents. 


There are many educational reasons for 


Dist. 57's switch to a single junior high 
school. Dr. Richard Percy outlined these 
reasons in yesterday's Herald. 


But for voters, there is another reason. 


Dist. 57 is one of the few local school dis- 
tricts with a decreasing student enroll- 
ment.

View Next Year's Youth Activities

"Kids really think more about our 


society now than our parents did when 
they were our age," claims Jim Tielsch, 
17, a 1969 Prospect graduate who has been 
the high school representative on the 
Mount Prospect Youth Commission for the 
past year. 


Jim was appointed to work as a voting 


member of the commission for 1968-69 and 
to act as a liaison with a council of high 
school students working in conjunction 
with the youth commission. 


He explained that next year's Youth 


Commission activities will center around a 
youth center and a program of drug edu- 
cation for high, and junior high schools. 


THE "CRYSTAL SHIP" (coffehouse) 


was originally a youth center-type place, 
Jim said, "But most of the hippie-type 
kids hung out there and the restrictions 
got too much. 


"They wouldn't let them distribute liter- 


ature at Crystal Ship tables and started 
making restrictions about language used 
over the microphone, so kids just stopped 
going there." 


As a member of the Youth Commission, 


Jim said he hopes for a place such as the 
"Crystal Ship" to be opened in the com- 
munity, because "kids need a place where 
they can go and talk. 


"The drug problem in the community is 


not as great as everyone seems to think. A 
lot of kids have experimented with mari- 
juana, but very few go on the bigger 
stuff." Jim said. 


HE CRITICIZED the drug abuse pro- 


gram which has recently come under fire 
and was presented at area hieh schools for 
"not dealing with the drugs kids were con- 
cerned with. The former addict talked 
about heroin and other narcotics, when the 
interest in this area with high school kids 
is with hallucinogens such as LSD and 
even 'speed.' 


"The kids are scared of heroin and those 


things, they know they're dangerous, but 
the hallucinogens are not proven to be par- 
ticularly dangerous — kids don't really 
know anything about them. That's where 
the education should be centered," Jim 
said. 


"I'd rather get high on pot (marijuana) 


than get drunk," .Tim said. "I haven't 
tried pot yet, but I imagine I will when I 
get to college." 


Jim will be studying oceanography at 


the University of Washington in Seattle 
next fall. 


"KIDS IN THIS area have a hard time 


finding things to do on a date. There is the 
"Kinetic Playground" in Chicago, but that 
costs a lot of money. Other than that, we 
can go somewhere and dance or to a mov- 
ie or a party," Jim said. Drinking isn't 
renlly a major problem, he added. 


He wished there were more things for 


young people to do in this particular area. 
Perhaps a coffehouse or a "quiet place to 
L'R and talk," would be a good 'hangout,' 
ho .suggested. 


Other problems of teenagers in the com- 


munity seemed to center around commu- 
nication with parents and the "older gen- 
eration." 


Problems 
with "not 
having enough 


voice in the high school or community" is 
of primary concern with high school stu- 
dents, Jim said. 


"WE DON'T have enough to say about 


anything. I would like to see students in 
high school have more voice in curriculum 
.selection and in hiring faculty. We could 
work in an advisory position, but I think 
we should have a say," Jim said. 


"Especially we would like more say in 


the social science curriculum — we only 
jet to see one side of a given problem — 
the rightist side. We aren't all leftists, but 
we should at least be able to intelligently 
study both sides of the subject," he said. 


Political beliefs on the part of high 


school students, are basically "middle of 
the road" Jim said. "There are some who 


feel strongly one way or the other, and 
those are usually the more intelligent ones 
who have thought out the problem for 
themselves." 


H E S AID STUDENTS were "dis- 


illusioned" about the 1968 presidential 
election because "a lot of them wanted 
change, a lot of them worked for Kennedy 
and McCarthy." 


He described himself as leaning "a little 


left, but not so far that I can't see the 
values of working for change within the 
system." 


He said he doesn't feel the frustration 


many young people have expressed in 
communicating with parents, because "we 
can talk about things logically and ratio- 
nally. We may not always agree, but we 
are willing to listen to each other." 


He did, however, express some frustra- 


tion in his work with the youth commis-

Her girl friend, they 
said, had turned away from Jackie for a 
minute and when she looked back, Jackie 
had disappeared. 


LT. LARRY PAIRITZ of the Mount 


Prospect fire department said, "One wit 
ness told me she was holding the hand of a 
six-year-old boy when she went down. The 
kid had a life preserver on. thank God, or 
we might have had two drownings on our 
hands. I don't know how it happened. I 
don't think we'll ever know." 


Lake Briarwood is a small, muddy lal.c 


between Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect, just off Algonquin Road ne;ir 
Route 62. 


Nearby homeowners said the lake is 


shallow, but has holes which go to a de, :h 
of 12 feet. 


Jackie went down in a shallow ar.a 


about 50 feet from shore, near an island in 
the middle of the lake, officers said. 


And it was there that Arlington Heights 


fireman Frank Woodruff found her. an 
hour after she was reported missing. 


About 60 persons lined the shore of the 


lake during the search, most of them chil- 
dren. The few parents who came to ob- 
serve the tragedy appeared indifferent to 
what had happened. And the children were 
lined up along the waterfront sitting Injun 
style, not aware that one of their friends 
had drowned. 


SKINDIVERS REPORTED THE lake 


very hard to work in due to the excessive 
mud in the water. Not even underwater 
lights seemed to help much. They had to 
just feel their way. 


Woodruff found the girl at 4:21 p.m., just 


before two oth,er skindivers were about to 
join the search. 


Jackie, who lived with her parents at 


1436 Birch Street, was limp and lily white 
as her body was dragged to shore. 


Firemen wrapped her in blankets and 


quickly removed her body to Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington Heights. 


Mount Prospect Fire Chief Ed Haber- 


kamp said a 17-year-old boy drowned in 
Lake Briarwood about four years ago. "He 
had been an excellent swimmer too," he 
said.

Will Protest Parking Law

If you live in Arlington Heights and have 


a truck, a camper or a boat, don't park it 
in your driveway. You'll probably get a 
ticket. 


Despite citizens' protests about an ordi- 


nance restricting the types of vehicles 
which can be parked in residential areas, 
ticketing of violators will continue. 


The parking restrictions 
are 
fairly 


simple. The ordinance which was passed 
in December, 1067, states, "Parking be- 
tween the front line of any portion of the 
building and the street shall be limited to 
private passenger automobiles and station 
wagons." 


That means you can't park trucks, 


campers or boats in the driveway of your 
house. However, you can park them in 


your garage, if they fit. You can also park 
campers and boats in your back yard, if it 
is appropriately screened and if the ve- 
hicles do not exceed a certain size. 


ADEQUATE SCREENING is defined as 


shrubbery or legally approved opaque 
fencing that is properly maintained. 


Size restrictions on campers and boat; 


which can be parked in a back yard in- 
clude the following: 


—Camper trailers in a collapsed position 


not higher than five feet six inches. 
—Small travel trailers which do not ex- 
ceed a length of 22 feet. 


—Small boats, 22 feet or less in length, 


either mounted on a boat trailer or un- 
mounted. 


—Boat trailers which do not exceed a 


length of 22 feet. 


—Campers designed to be carried by a 


pickup truck which do not exceed 22 feet 
in length. 


ALSO, ONLY one of the above described 


items may be parked in each residential 
lot. 


If your side yard is adequately screened, 


you may store camper trailers there if 
they are not more than four feet tall in a 
collapsed position and a boat trailer with- 
out a boat or raft mounted on it. 


More than 50 residents attended a meet- 


ing Tuesday night at the VFW hall to or- 
ganize a committee to get the ordinance 
changed. Although the law was passed a 
year and a half ago, widespread ticketing 
for violators did not begin until late May.

Teacher Pay 


The 1969-70 salary schedule for Arlington 


Heights teachers in School Dist. 25 was 
formally approved last night by the Board 
of Education. 


The salary and welfare benefit agree- 


ment, hammered out by bargaining teams 
of the district and the Arlington Teachers' 
Association sets a salary range of $7,100 to 
$13,845. 


The agreement was recently approved 


by district teachers in a tight vote, 192-188. 
If '.he state legislature approves an in- 
crease in aid to schools, representatives of 
both groups will again exchange opinions 
on salary, program and benefits, but there 
will be no additional vote by teachers. 


THE BOARD also approved the em- 


ployment of 36 teachers for the district 
summer school program and nine teachers 
for special in-service projects during the 
vacation period. Services of two psy- 
chologists are also needed for six weeks 
during the summer months. 


In other business, the board accepted a 


bid for the purchase of $850,000 in school 
bonds at 5.949 per cent interest, squeeking 
under the 6 per cent maximum allowed 
school districts at the present time. There 
is a bill pending in the legislature to in- 
crease the bond interest rate.

He Goes Full Steam Ahead

Children peek through trees, motorists 


peer from cars and art students bring 
their sketch pads. 


The object of their attenion is a black 


locomotive-type engine with red wheels 
which plowed Canadian fields in 1913. Fac- 
ing Arlington Heights Road, the engine is 
beside the home of Ronald Bradley, Elk 
Grove Township Highway Commissioner. 


As he talks about his hobby, Bradley is 


as proud and excited this week as the day 
he brought the machine to Arlington 
Heights three years ago. 


Bradley is used to farm equipment of 


this type. He threshed wheat, grain and 
oats with a steam engine until 1936. He 
then converted to a gas tractor to gather 
in products of Buffalo Grove farms until 
1951. 


Completing his third term as president 


of the Northern Illinois Steam Power Club, 
Bradley is worried about the future of the 
organization. While it now boasts 375 
members and attracts 8,000 visitors to its 
annual show, he is afraid that someday 
the younger generation may lose interest 
in keeping the club alive. 


"They haven't had experience with the 


engines and don't remember when they 
were used in the fields," he explains. 


STILL IN DEMAND in South America 


and Europe, the attractive engines are no 
longer needed to pull threshing and plow- 
ing equipment in this country. 


Bradley first spied his engine at a farm 


equipment show six years ago. He told the 
owner he would buy it at any time but 
"never expected to hear anything from 
it." Three years later, the engine was his. 


The 22-foot, 20-horsepower engine re- 


quires inspection by the state to certify 
that the boiler is in good condition. 


Bradley is making plans now for this 


year's steam show and threshing bee at 
Charter Grove from Aug. 7 to 10. The en- 
gine has to be transported by truck but 
once on the grounds, Bradley assumes 
command of the wheel, blows the whistle 
and charges full steam ahead.
